It is to be sincerely hoped that 
those who have responsibility for the 
Alvagations of | Shanghai's” students 
‘will seriously discourage demonstra- 
tions such as disturbed the calm of 
the Settlement on Sunday. This is 
not a time in which risks of that kind 
ean be complacently accepted, Stud- 
‘ents have thelr place in the develop- 
‘ment of social and political history, 
‘here as in other countries, ‘Th 
‘enthusiasm is not to be lightly dis- 
‘counted. At the same time they have 
fa duty (o themselves and to their 
parents, ‘That duty primarily re- 
Solves itself into the industrious pur- 
suit of knowledge so that eventually 
they may be of real value to the 
community and to the country at 
Jarge, Political issues now under 
consideration by their elders, whether 
in the Government or in important 
positions In public life, should be 
studied academically and ‘intelligently. 
‘This useful process of self-education 
is stultifled if young men—and young 
women—merely on the basis of 
youthful emotions, set out to parade 
their conclusions, however admir~ 
able, in the form ‘of mass protests in 
the "public streets. ‘The practical 
consequences of such demonstrations 
may defeat the very objects which 
they are intended to achieve. ‘The 
authorities of the International 
Settlement, charged with the duty of 
preserving law and order in a cos- 
‘mopolitan city, cannot afford to be 
indulgent to ‘any ebullitions which 
tend to provoke action in disturbance 
of the peace. 


‘THE MUI-TSAL 


Since the agitation against the 
mul-tsai—slave girl—system was com~ 
meneed in Parliament with special 
regard to its existence in Hongkong, 
the matter has repeatedly come up 
for mention. As the result of efforts 
some years ago the system was 
brought under control, through the 
enforced registration of the mul-tsai, 
while official supervision was design- 
ed to prevent the abuses which did 
so much to bring the whole practice 
In disrepute, Legislation was enact- 
‘ed for the protection of these young 
servant gitls, and in cases Wwhere 
cruelty was proved against mistresses 
Severe punishment followed. It is 
but natural that so long as the stigma 
‘of slavery attaches to a system in 
which young girls are purchased to 
act as servants, its existence in a 
[British colony ‘would be resented. 
Abolition presents some difficulties. 
Tt has been the British policy to avoid 
as far as possible interference with 
the habits of the inhabitants of its| 
colonies, though at times this has 
been set aside with considerable| 
‘Armpess, The problem which pre- 
senia itself in the case of the mul- 
‘sal is by no means easy. Generally 








poverty of her parents, the mul-tai, 
If merely liberated, would be thrown 
on her own resources and might in 
ery many instances be worse off 
aa before, Where her master or 
mistress would retain her services, 
paying her reasonable wages, the 
problem would be solved, but it is 
Rot likely that this will ‘happen in 
the majority ‘of cases, for-the mul 
sat “system provides a means of 
securing household servants very 
much cheaper than under any wage 
arrangements. Tt would seem, there- 
fore, that with the determination to 
abolish the mul-tsal means will have 
fo be adopted whereby these young 
girls can be cared for in institutions 
Where they can be prepared {o follow 
rome vocation, oreare old enough to 
be married. That will of necessity 
Involve the colony in some expense, 
‘but fortunately’ it is not one which 
need be of any arent permanence. 


SAVING THE HAWKINS 


‘There ig more than sentimental 
jattackment to the report that H.MS.| 
Hawkins, flagship of the British China 
Fleet in’ 1922-23, with her three 
sister ships, might be saved from the 
jserapheap "to which all four are| 
Jdoomed this year by’ the London 
Naval Treaty. Hope for thelr  re- 
Jprieve with: smaller armaments is 
held out by the British Government's 
re-armament decision which would 
give these vessels a longer lease of life 
in view of the urgency in which the 
JGovernment considers the situation. 
The unusually fine qualities of these 
four vessels made them outstanding 
In the Brilish Fleot and one authority 
Jconsidered the Hawkins class the 
nest type of war vessel ever con- 
ccelved by naval designers. Hawkins 
Is the best-known of the class, hav- 
Jing also been flagship of the’ West 
Indies Fleet. Vindictive was con- 
verted into a seml-alreraft carrier 
with a catapult and also visited China. 
HLMS. Efingham and Frobisher are 
the other two of the class. Six 
hundred feet long and 9,860 tons, they 
are capable of a speed of 30 knots 
‘and mount seven 7.5 Inch guns among 
thelr armament, To satisfy the terms 
of the treaty, thelr reprieve demands 
replacement ‘by 6-Inch guns.

FIVE DOLLARS 


In a country of economic paradox: 
lke “China where there is great 
natural wealth but the extremes of| 
individual poverty find a counterpart 
in few other places in the world, the| 
comfortably-fed and housed person| 
may regard with wonder the real| 
standard of subsistence. Living close! 
{o the soll, the Chinese peasant and. 
hig family’ have few wants beyond: 
what the soil can provide and the 
‘margin above this is very small 
Mlustration comes from the flood and’ 
famine areas in North Kiangsu where| 
tens of thousands of people are suffer. 
ing with little hope of succour except} 
from relief organizations. In this 
‘area human happiness and existence, 
In spite of the flood damage, can be| 





secured for a very small amount of 
money, A man in close contact with 
relief work writes: “At the present] 
moment, a five dollar note would| 
enable a destitute family to return 
home, build a small hut, buy oF 
borrow some bushels of grain to seed | 
thelr little homestead; and this, to| 
hundreds of families, ‘means a crop| 
by the end of June.” ‘The price of| 
a couple of tickets to a cinema, with| 
2 car thrown in for transportation| 
home afterwards, seems litle enough 
but it represents recovery for one 
family in. North Kiangsu and the| 
feeding of -hundreds when the Jun: 
‘sun brings forth the crops in China's 
ood earth, 
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‘urs on foreigners who, in the or- 
inary course of events, are likely to 
continue thelr “service in China. 
Bestowal of such distinctions usually

A HINT TO THE G.P.O. 
Although for three years or more, 
European malls to China have been 
satisfactorily carried by. the Siberian 
route, the British Post OMlee, ap- 
parently stil refuses to give Intelll- 
Kent recognition to the fact. Tn 
China ‘the Chinese Post OMe’ most 
efficiently undertakes to accept, res- 
ponsibility for despatching a letter 
for Europe by the quickest. route, 
‘Actually therefore there iy no need 
to mark letters for Berlin, Paris or 
London “via Siberia", although most 
people do so as an extra, precaution, 
for the Chinese Post Office automa- 
tically sends them by that route. Tn 
JGreat Britain unless. cover is marked 
‘via Siberia”, the letter or packet is 
sent by the’ long sea-route, either 
‘across the Atlantic or by Suez, This 
is preposterous because the time of 
transmission from London. to Shange 
hai by way of Siberia 1s usually not 
‘more than twenty days and often it 
is as short as sixteen or oven fifteen 
‘days. “Newspaper offlces in «London 
Know this and hence thelr journals 
reach Shanghai well ahead of most 
mail matter, but the trouble ig that, 
Jowing to some obscure inhibition, the 
inquirer “at the British Post Oflice 
is never told to send his .correspon- 
donee by the Siberian route, without 
some reservation, which ives 'the 
impression that speed can be equally 
served by allernative sea or air 
routes. As ‘the well-trained Inhabi- 
tant of Groat Britain regards the 
ocal post office as the last word on 
such subjects and consequently 
ignores explicit recommendations 
from backwoodsmen in China, the 
result is that avoidable delays in 
correspondence between China and 
Great Britain frequently occur. This 
‘flee has been the victim on more 
than one oceasion. ‘The remedy is 
s0 simple, ‘The General Post Omee 
may elther brace itself up to accept 
‘as much responsibility as the Chinese 
Post OMce and send the lettors by 
Siberia on its own account, or, if it 
shudders at such a daring innovation, 
issue one of its admirable clreulars 
to painstaking postmasters and post- 
mistresses explaining that the Siberian 
roule is the quickest of all and, that 
letters marked ‘vin Siberia” can be 
sent by that route with the reason- 
fable chance of reaching their desti- 
nation expeditiously in the full sense 
Jot the term. Perhaps Sir Alexander 
Cadogan, when he gets Home, might 
be disposed to render this’ minor 
service to his countrymen by indue- 
ing the Forel Oflce—with the deli- 
‘cacy necessary for inter-departmental 
‘communicalion—to put the Pastmas- 
fer-General in possession of these 
facts. In recent years -the General 
Post Office has broken with tradition 
by seeking to establish a reputation 
for efiiciency. It should therefore

‘The functions of the Congress will 
tbe to pass upon the Constitution of 
the Republic, and to perform other 
dutlos as given it by the Constitution. 
te will last from 10 to 20 days, and, 
If nocessary, may be extended. 

AlL Chinese citizens above the age 
‘ot 25, who do not belong to one of 
the following categories are entitled 
to vote for the election of delegates:— 
Those. who have . beon officially 
classified as rebels against the Na- 
onal: Government, or are under 
orders of arrest on similar charges 
public functionaires who have been 
found guilty on charges of bribery: 
‘those who are deprived of public 
rights; “interdicled persons; feeble 
minded persons; and oplum smokers 
and drug addicis—Contral News.

Messrs. Tan Po-ying and 
Lo Bien, assistant managers of the 
only Government-owned shipping 
concem in Ching, have left to super- 
vise the examination of the staffs of 
the branch offlees in Wenchow, 
Foochow, Swatow, Amoy, Chinkiang, 
Wuhu, “Hankow, "Jebang, and other 
cities. 

Plans for the readjustment of the 
ld loans of the company also are 
being devised, under the direction of 
Mr. J. K. Choy, general manager of 
the comptny, The loan reorganization 
plans, when completed, will be sub- 
mitted to the Ministry of Communica. 
tlons for consideration and approval. 
‘Meanwhile, it is understood, the com. 
pany, han’, satoled'a, tenrvactionand 
policy, in order to remedy the present 
‘Stringent financial situation and to 
render possible an early readjustment 
of the old loan obligations which have 
constituted the chief obstacle to the 
development of the concern.

‘Hu Han-min, chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the CEC. to go to 
Nanking in an effort to achieve a 
‘etter understanding among Chinese 
leaders. 

“T can do more than actively taking 
part In polities.” he sald, “I can advise 
on. and coneiliate divergent views 
‘which threaten to cause disruption of| 
Chinese unity. Mr. Hu Han-min's 
Protracted stay at Canton docs not 
indleato a serious situation in. this 
regard. I think that a complete 
‘understanding between the Nanking 
and Canton factions is in sight, and

“The National Government of the 
‘Republic of China entertains the same 
friendly intentions just expressed by 
Your Excellency on behalf of your 
Government. "I trust that Your Ex- 
cellency will endeavour to carry out

Discretion which limits itself fo the 
bare outlines should be respected. 
It Ix suMicient to observe that 
Jopan has been on the verge 
of a national upheaval.

There 
can be little doubt that publi 
opinion, expressed without ex- 
travagant flourishes but plainly as- 
sertive despite the mechanical 
operation of an effective censorship, 
has played an important part in 
determining the composition of the 
Government, In a less, but still 
significant, degree, the sense of th 
world’s attitude toward the cata 
strophe has strengthened the hands

AT PARIS

To-day's mecting at Paris, fraught | 
though it be with grave issues, will 
proceed in an atmosphere of calm- 
hess and deliberate statesmanship. 
Herr Hitler's precipitate action has 
given the League of Nations a great | 
‘opportunity. No-one who has} 
studied the events of the week-end 
can doubt that, but for the exist- 
ence of the League, the shadow of 
war would be far ‘more menacing 
than, happily, it actually is. France, 
with Italy and Great Britain in 
close contact, Jooks to Geneva for 
guidance. Without such a means 
ef resort, the pre-war technique 
might easily have imposed on the. 
French “Government fateful deci- 
sions of tragic import to the whole 
stability of European peace. With 
this endorsement of its signifeance| 
the League will, it is to be hoped, 
take its courage In both hands and. 
display vision as well as judgment. 
Germany, through Herr Hitler, has. 
shown her readiness to return to| 
the jurisdiction of the League. 
Although the method of conveying. 
that change of heart may be open’ 
to objection, the League will do} 
well to ignore technicalities, pro- 
vided the test of sincerity ean be’ 
applied and satisfactorily met. At 
the same time, no service is done 
to the cause of peace by blinking 
fat the seriousness of the action by 
which Herr Hitler has sought to 
underline his repudiation. of the 
Locarno Treaty. If that repudiation 
had stood alone, being perhaps ac- 
companied by the intimation that, 
within a reasonable time, Germany 
would proceed to re-establish her 
garrizons a the demilitarized zone, 
there would have been little 
hesitation In accepting the benef- 
cent intentions animating Herr 
Hitler’s proposals for securing the 
Peace of Europe. Statesmen cannot 
divest themselves of responsibility 
for foreseeing the interpretation 
liable to be placed on their actions. 
‘The process of levying political 
blackmail, on the collective system 
cannot be indefinitely condoned. 

If Germany sincerely desires to, 
share in the partnership of a peace- 
ful Europe, she should be. able to| 
abandon the attitude of extreme 
plaintiveness which is inconsistent 
with the facts. The Treaty of 
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Locarno itselt was signed in the 
desire, by careful examination. of 
relevant Issues, to repair tho in- 
justlees of the Peace Treaties. 
Germany may—not without reason 
xno doubt—olaim that the machinery 
of rectification has worked too 
slowly, She cannot claim that there 
hhas been an entire absence of good 
will in her regard. ‘The Treaty of 
Lausanne Itself stands ‘as a monu- 
ment to solicitude for Germany's 
recovery of equal influence in th 
comity of nations. Impatience born, 
admittedly, of ‘the inability of 
nations in conclave to move 
swittly as the aggrieved mind 
would desire, has been generously 
overlooked, as, for example, when 
Herr Hitler ‘announced the re 
‘armament of his country last year, 
an announcement which dis- 
dained concealment of the fact that 
its fulfilment would be all the more 
rapid because accepted obligations 
hhad been ignored, These considera- 
tions must necessarily create un 
easiness when further encronch- 
ments on the confidence of Europe 
seem to be in train, Expression to 
such doubts is not given in any 
sense of hostility to Germany or 
ack of sympathy with her diffieul- 
ties, Tt is the friendly exposition of 
the character of the problem which 
now confronts British and French 
statesmen in Paris, French security 
—the security of a country which 
during four tragic years, knew the 
pangs of occupation by enemy 
forces—is a cardinal factor in Euro~ 
pean peace. In secking under 
standing of her own pangs Germany 
may falrly be asked to recognize. 
the genuine dismay which would 
assail the people of France if they 
were given cause for the fear that 
the travail of 1914 would be tneirs 
again. Therefore, French security 
depends in no smail measure on the 
validity of German pledges. Ger 
many desires the world to accept 
Herr Hitler's undoubtedly’ pacific 
declarations as binding on her. Is 
it allogether unfair to canvass the 
relevancy of the actions which, 
taken at their face value, seem to 
raise doubts on that point? When it 
fs alleged that Germany is en- 
cireled by armed enemies is It not 
pertinent fo enquire whether events 
In Germany have generated ithe 
‘sense of security which is a condi= 
tlon precedent to disarmament? 
‘This does not imply the {ntalli- 
bility of non-German statesmanship 
Jn the post-war years, nor does it 
discern in the Peace ‘Treaties the 
‘embodiment of wisdom, human and 
divine, Germany has many causes 
for dissatisfaction and resentment: 
that is freely admitted, With Horr 
Hitler’s presentation of the case for 
‘a readjustment of the outlooks of 
the League there is sincere agree- 
ment. The League—itself no super 
human entity—has to learn by 
experience of which it has had 
much in recent months. Herr 
Hitler's appeal to the ex-sorvice- 
man's disgust with war and to the 
‘world’s general abhorrence. of that 
method of solving national dificul- 
fies has been cordially accepted. 
Complaisance falters when, almost in 
the same breath, his country seems 
to be recklessly rendy {0 Invoke 
warlike measures in assertion of its 
desires, however dangerous may be 
the reaction on the not necessarily 
less pacific minds of others. Allow- 
ance: must, of courso, be made for 
the peculiar circumstances of the 
German Leader's position. He has 
won Germany's confidence by his 
cule perception of her ills. His 
handiing of her relations with the 
world outside has frequently com- 
manded admiration, Even now it is 
possible to discern the genius of 
statesmanship in the actual pro- 
posals which he has put forward for 
consideration, ‘The task of the 
British and French Ministers who 
meet to-day will be to find means 
of extricating those proposals from 
the unfortunate atmosphere into 
which they have been plunged by a 
violent prejudgment of their very 
purport. Taking the long’ view, it 
may eventually be found that the 
crisis now precipitated by Herr 
Hitler's move has cleared the air, 
because the minds of Great Britain, 
France and Italy are sedulously 
bent to the maintenance of peaco—

Italy’ 
is recalcitrant. Other members are 
half-hearted. Unreason may mark 
the world's continued reliance on 
fore, but folly alone would induce| 
‘any nation to abandon resort to| 
force, “when the rest of its con- 
temporaries are developing their 
physical strength with unremitting 
intensity, Reason—to say nothing of | 
deceney—does not call on a man to 
“wallow naked in December snow" 
or to be nudist in the midst «f a 
fully-clothed assemblage. Great 
Britain claims that her experiences 
of the last year have brought vividly 
to notice the danger of supporting 
the collective system without pos 
sessing adequate means of self-de- 
fence. That Is the keynote of the 
Whit Paper's argument. Tt cannot 
bbe readily combatted. 

‘The White Paper does not flatter 
the opponents of the collective idea. 
It rather indicates the British Gov- 
‘ernment's determination to pursue 
that policy, but to preserve the 
necessary weight of authority in so] 
doing. Implicitly it exposes the 
cause of the League's failure com- 
pletely to establish the Influence of 
the Covenant. . In privale life the 
gradual withdrawal of the in- 
dividual’s right of self-defence in 
favour of the community as a whole 
has followed, not preceded, the in- 
stitution of’ a: policing ' system. 
Nations cannot be expected to} 
disarm without security. France, 
having special reason to eppreciate 
that point, urged it in vain on the 
‘world’s attention Immedistely after 
the Armistice. Disregard of that 
plea by an over-jubilant and 
optimistic statesmanship, fortified, 
it is to be feared, by the essential 
selfishness of nations, relieved as 
‘they thought from the nightmare 
of Armageddon, was the first blow 
to the Covenant, although it was 
actually rejected in the Covenant's: 
name. It would be wrong to assume 
‘that, even now, war-madness ia un- 
controllable. The efforts of feverish- 
ly arming natlons to claim peace- 
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ful intentions are not necessarily 
‘hypocritical. Perhaps, unreasonable 
as it sounds, the discussion of 
peace-construction can bo better, 
pursued when the participants aro 
‘satisfied of thelr own security, ‘The 
League's experience confirms the 
view that the armed aggressor 
ignores the inhibitions of the 
Covenant because of the conviction 
that the state of grace imposed on 
more faithful members of the 
‘League carries with it an inability 
to check aggression, Unless the 
League can enforce the principle 
that aggression cannot be profitable, 
its authority is brought to naught, 
and {2, in fact, a danger to itself. 
British policy, as outlined in the 
White Paper, can be effective only 
if the Government, supported by 
public opinion, takes steps fearlessly 
to maintain its peaco-construction 
programme. To that end it is neces- 
sary to curb two conflicting activi- 
ties. ‘The extremists who pour 
scorn on any cffort to work 
for the eventual abolition of war 
as an instrument of national. policy 
fare just as much cnemics of 
security as the wilder type of 
Pacifist, Pacifism as a doctrine is 
not inconsistent with the White 
Paper, but the approach to intern 
tional solution of the peace problem. 
must be essayed with full regard for 
the vital essentials of national te- 
fence. In the long run the principle 
of international policing may be ac- 
cepted. It should not be cverlooked 
but it has no possible chance of 
eventual adoption it present security 
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‘firmly safeguarded on 
national lines. ‘Therefore the Gov- 
ernment, with the full approval of 
the nation, should take measures to 
discourage or rather eliminate ir- 
relevant and foolish propaganda 
which seeks to weaken the efficiency 
of the national defence. Jn the last 
few years Great Britain has been 
disturbed by manifestations of that 
kind, such as attacks on the OMeers' 
‘Training Corps, stupid interference 
with the curricula in the schools, 
direct attempts to undermine the 
morale of individual members of 
the fighting services, intrusion of 
trade union action in expression of 
some view on diplomatic problems 
and the like. Energetic exominatton, 
and exposition éf the need for in- 
ternational concord to which, in the 
long run, the creation of an interna- 
tional police force may logically and 
effectively minister will be com- 
mended. Just, however, as it is 
foolith to consider such ‘efforts a: 
‘unpatriotic and disloyal—and there- 
fore anti-soclal—so is it Iogical and 
positively incompatible with the 
true policy of peace-construction to 
resist safeguards against Irrespon- 
sible tampering with the nation's 
measures of defence. ‘There is sane 
militarism as well as sane pacificism. 
Both should be associated and allied 
with the policy of Great Britain, as 
expressed in the White Paper and 
in the attitude taken toward sane- 
tions at Geneva.

‘As a matter of fact there are com: 
paratively few cases of contempt of 
court arising from actual editorial 
comment, Most of them in recent 
years are direcily attributable to the 
Speed with which the modorn news: 
paper Js produced, and arise through 
the rate at which reports are prepared 
‘and sub-editied, and sometimes from 
the unfortunate inclusion of comment, 
in the body of the report itself, the 
heading to it, or even a poster’ pro- 
claiming the news. Fortunately judges 
fare inclined to take a very reasonable 
view of most lapses into contempt, 
except where they are animated. by 
malice, or are caleulated to prejudice 
the trial of a man accused of a) 
seriou crime, ‘Then, as in the case of 
a London journal which published a 
poster stating that Crippen had con- 
fessed prior fo his trial when in fact 
hhe had not the courts are inclined to 
heavy handed, and in this instance 
the editor was fined £100.

It is quite easy to understand why 
President Roosevelt's proposals for 
sweeping taxation reforms in the 
United States should have stunned 
Congress to which they have been 
resented.

Shansi.) The Communists were only | 
too glad to move out of north-east 
Shensi,“a thinly populated and poor 
country which they had soon eaten 
up, while the government troops after 




















thelr previous unfortunate experiences 
were only too pleased to let them go 
quietly and did not pursue them too 
closely. ‘The latter knew, moreover, 
that two Shansi divisions, ‘the 72nd 
and 10ist, had crossed the ‘Yellow 
River; into ‘Shens! with a view to 
placing thir own province more 

Tectually. it was ‘thal 
they would ‘cut off the Communist 
forces. Unfortunately, the Com- 
munists broke these Shansi 
divisions, defeating them with heavy 
losses. 


Mystery of River Crossing 

‘On February 26, they crossed the 
Yellow River into Shans at a place 
called Wu Pao, without meeting, 
further resistance of any kind. It 
4s not quite clear how exactly they 
made the crossing. Some accounts say 
they crossed on the ico, the river. 
being frozen over completely owing 
to the unusually severe winter; other 
accounts say that Wey used the boats 
of the defeated Shansi divisions 
After crossing they pushed on with 
thelr usual remarkable powers of 
rapid marching, reaching the area 
between Shih Lo and Chung Yang 
by the 29th, and are now close to 
the Important city of Fenchowfu 
which lies only thirly miles trom 
Pingyao on “Yen Hsi-shan’s railway" 
south of the capital, Talyuantfu. 
Fenchowfu contains a large and 
‘important Mission Hospital which 

famous throughout the province 
‘and is also a large centre of mission- 
‘ary enterprise generally. According 
to Embassy reports, the missionaries 
have. already been evacuated from, 
there. 

At the moment the situation in 
‘Shans! looks rather black—or I sup- 
Pose one ought to say—red. The 
numbers of Communists are variously 
fiven: from a minimum of 10,000 to 
maximum of 20,000, Yon Hsi-shan's 
total forces amount to close on 100,000 
men, but from these. must be deduc- 
ted ‘at least 25,000 under Fu ‘Tso-yi 
right away in the north, in Sulyuan 
province, as also the two divisions: 
that were defeated in Shensi. Prob- 
ably there are not much more than 
60,000 scattered about in the rest of 
the province, Moreover, according to 
the opinion of some military experts, 
these Shans! troops are of iittle mill- 
tary value, being badly trained and 
Poorly equipped. It is true that at. 
the time of writing there are reports 
to hand from Talyuantu of the usual 
victories of the government forces, 
but ag the scenes of these victories 
‘are situated further east than where 
the Communists were reported some 
days ago, It would appear that the 
latter are retreating In the wrong. 
direction. 


‘There is another disquieting featur 
|According to certain Chinese account 
the communist forces operating: in 
Shonsl have, adopted new lines ot 
Propaganda in recent months. For 
the moment they have dropped the 
‘more extrome doctrines of thelr 
creed, and have Instead concentrated 
fon patriotic propaganda. It Is said 
that they have been issuing proclama- 
ons accusing the Central Govern- 
ment and the Northern generals of 
selling out to Japan and announcing, 
themselves as ‘the only true patriots 
who have come north: to deliver, 
North China from the Japanese. If 
thls statement og to the new commun- 
Ist propaganda is true, it is certainly | 
very wily and dangerous move. For 
It will not only tend to undermine 
the already poor morale of' the op- 
posing government troops, but ‘will 
make the easily gullible peasantry, 
hesitate between two evils, s0 to say. 
‘At the very least, it is likely to gain 
for them a certain following among 
the more hot-headed younger people. 

‘What will be the action of the other 
Chinese generals in the North, and of 
the Japanese, if the Shansi troops fail 
tosiem the ed tide and if Talyuanfu 
itself is threatened, is hard to say. 
Shang Chen is reported to be assemb- 
ling part of his 32nd Division ai 
Shihchiachuang preparatory to going 
to the assistance of the threatened 
province. On the other hand, it seems 
doubtful’ whether Yen Hsl-shan will 
view with any favour the entry of 
other armies Into Shans!—so long his 
‘own special preserve. Also it must 
not be forgotten “that Shang Chen 
cannot “spare any large force as he 
has his own problems in the southern | 
art of Hopel province where there 
fare quite a number of troublesome 
communist centres. Many persons 
believe that these are not unconnected, 
with the movements of the Commun- 
ists in Shens! and Shani.

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CHENGTU-CHUNGKING HIGHWAY TROUBLE 


Business Car Proprietors Stage Demonstration: Reason 
for Atrocities of Communist Leader 
Fro A Connesrowoexr 


Chungking, Feb, 22. 

Further success is attending the 
offensive of the Government troops 
‘against the Communst-bandit hordes, 
‘ond thelr fighting spirit is sald to 
have returned as a result of thelr re- 
celving thelr monthly salary prompt- 
Jy. A report from the front complains 
that “whenever Government. pro= 
pagandists endeavour to address the 
various units in the Red camps and 
the people in the district, the oMcers 
‘commence to strike gongs In order 
to drowsi their voices. 

‘They are said to be in dire need of 
food, including salt, which many of 
them have not tasted for some con- 
siderable time, and disintegration is 
setting in as it is becoming known 
that those who give themselves up 
are not executed. ‘The average of 
surrendering Communists Is now 
slightly over fifty a day. 

‘Meanwhile, another report states 
that they have suffered repeated re- 
verses and with the start of a general 
retreat, the Government forees have 
pushed forward thelr front lines in 
the districts of Chiunglal, ‘Mingshan, 
and Jungehing, 

A certain amount of trouble has 
been experienced following a declara- 
tlon that the Chengtu-Chungking

Gen, 
Chiang himself in case of failure, the 
Provinelal Government has already 
recelved a wire from him in which he 
orders them to adopt strong measures 
to put down the unlawful actions of 
the demonstrators, In a further wire, 
he ordered the Provincial Government 
to prohibit the passage of heavily- 
laden rickshaws along the highway, 

In an endeavour to alleviate the 
miserable living and working condl- 
ions of this city's eickshaw pullers, 
the Mayor has planned a general in- 
crease in thelr fares and is raising 
funds to enable them to become 
owners of their own vehicles. “He has 
purchased ten riekshaws for thie pur- 
pose, and cach puller will be asked 
to contribute between 20 and 30 cents 
a day from his daily earnings which 
will be sot aside till the sum is sum 
clent to cover the cost of the rick- 
shaw,, which will then become his 
property, 

Silver Collection 

‘A. shipment of over $100,000 in 
‘iver, which was collected in various 
parts'of southern Szochuon, arrived 
here on February 8, and has been 
inloaded and placed under the 
sustody of the Finance Supervisory 
Board attached to Gen. Chiang Kai- 
hek’s headquarters. 

No. objections wore raised at a 
meeting the other day in the Chung- 
cing Chamber of Commerce by the 
merchants to the contemplated collec~ 
on of a business tax.

Desecration of Grave 
Feb. 23. 

A-remarkable story concerning the 
aves of certain ancestors of Chu 
teh, the notorious Communist leader, 
as’ reached this city, and has ex- 
ited a yreat deal of talk among the 
nore superstitious of the country 
olk. Tt appears that according to 
he geomaneers, the reason for Chu 
*ch's atrocities was the fact that cer- 
ain of his ancestors’ «graves were 
nfavourably situated in the T-lung 
istrict, North Szechuen. 

Because of this, and also to give 
ent to thelr anger-for thelr suffer- 





ings at his hands, the natives of the 
Jdisteiet destroyed’ two of the graves. 
‘The report naively concludes. that 
Jwhen the coffins were opened up, the 
remaing were found intact and that 
‘a “column of white smoke” spranj 

‘up into the air, to the great amaze- 
ment of the unofiicial party of grave- 
diggers. 

‘The Central Postal Administration, 
by means of an agreement recently 
entered into, will now accept silver 
dollars through its vatious branches 
in exchange for national currency on 
behsif of the three Government 
Banks. Meanwhile, Gen. Chiang Kal- 
shek has issued an order that Sze- 
chuen’s 1935 Land ‘Tax must be paid 
in full by. instalments, while "the 
Jamounts which have been overdue 
for some years past are to be fully 
collected before the end of May.

[submitted a joint petition to the 
fhighest local “authorities, in which 
they complained that as'a result of 
fa lack of food and medical supplies, 
the number of deaths in their ranks 
pad been increasing at an amazing 
rate during the past three months. 
They asked that steps be taken to 
Jalleviate thelr condition immediately. 
Silk occupied the second place of 
importance in China's exports last 
year, ‘There is an urgent need of 
Feform in this industry in Szechuen, 
and accordingly the ‘Reconstruction 
Commissioner, Mr. Lu ‘Tso-fu, called 
together a meeting of Chungking’s 
lsiik merchants and suggested to them 
that all separate silk concerns be 
famalgamated into one company, in 
order to facilitate the introduction 
‘and control of the necessary reforms.

PROGRESS 


Council Issues Optimistic 
Report for 1936 


In munlelpal. matters, 1935 was a 
year of peace and quiet progress in| 
Koulangsu, according to that city's 
Municipal Couneil’s report for the 
year ending December 31, 1935. A 
‘spirit of co-operation had ‘seemed to. 
Provall both within the Counell and| 
‘amongst the community itself. ‘There’ 
were no political, social, or ant!-for- 
eign disorders and no industrial dis-| 
ules, 

In spite of’ the great number of| 
unemployed and the continuation of 
8 period of considerable financial de-| 
Pression, the settloment  remuined 
Peaceful and comparitively free from| 
crime; A number of special works| 
were carried out, and although the 
‘Council admits that there are, indeed, 
a number of important needs which 
‘could be met if a larger income were. 
obtainable, it also recognizes the fact| 
‘that the present is a time of retrench- 
ment, and while an eMficlent service 
hhas Been maintained, every effort has: 
‘been made to cut down expenditure. 

In spite of the severe economic| 
depression, building activity has con-' 
tinued to a modified degree. A large! 
number of new  bulldings were 
‘erected, and generally speaking the 
type of construction was improved. 
Conerete is now being extensively, 
‘and almost universally, used for all 
floors and stairways. Several street 
widening schemes were carried out, 
and health and sanitary cond'tions| 
were improved and fire risks greatly| 
minimized as a result, 


Satisfactory Health Conditions 


‘The health of the community was! 
‘on tho whole, very satisfactory, the! 
total mortality figures showing a 
‘marked decreaso on those of last year. 
‘As usual, diseases showing the highest 
‘mortality rates were pneumonia, “con-| 
vulstons,” pulmonary tuberculosis, and | 
the typhoid-dysentery group of in- 
fections.

‘Tachienlu, Feb, 8, 

Yesterday morning, soon after day> 
break, Tachienlu wos thrown Into 
A wild state of hysteria. A’ family 
fn the main street, one of the largest 
and wealtisest in (own, woke. to 
discover that thelr two’ daughters 
had suddenly and mysteriously dis- 
appeured. ‘The mother of the (wo 
firls stood at her front door and 
cried piteously and in a short time 
the main street was blocked with 
sympathizers, 

‘The two girls, one elghteen und 
the ‘other twelve, slept in a room 
with thelr brother, aged thirteen. 
When the family arase on the morn 
Ing of February 7, there was not 
the slightest trace of the (wo 
aughters, Blood was seen on the 
Noor of their room but on examina 
tion proved it to be from an animal, 
‘The major question was where were 
the two young maidens?) Had they 
Ina fit of temper decided to give up 
the old home and seek a new one 
in some other more peaceful clime? 
‘There were no. lack of conjectures 
fs 10 what had become of the (wo 
iris, but forty hours have elapsed 
since their disappearance, and. no 
‘one apparently seems to know 
where they went. 

Naturally such ‘an incident on the 
‘Tibetan frontier caused considerable 
slir and ‘Tibetan tribe and Chinese, 
during the whole day could talk of 
nothing else. “‘Tachient is vich in 
Administration so. the authorities 
from every department were soon 
fon the scene making careful inquires 
Had the girls boon ebloroformed, and 
why take the two girls and leave 
the valuable boy? ‘The local magis- 
trate, a young man from Yunnan, 
examined everything and discovered 
nothing. ‘The public peace authori- 
tes laboured in vain to locate a elue 
and found nothing, The energetic 
‘Young Men's Party made a very 
thorough search, “Street oficials, elly 
oMicials and military ofeials worked 
Jong and hard but were baMed. 

‘The two girls were missing and 
that Is all that could be said. No 
attempt was made to search the sut- 
rounding mountains, and as for as 
we ean hear, no allempt was made 
to search the roads leading to and 
from ‘Tachienlu, We jumped to the 
conclusion, rather hastily, that the 
Reds had’ secretly entered the elty 
and carried them off ond that in a 
day or 60 Wwe would hear about the 
ransom demanded, But where had 
the Communists carried the two 
wile? Every road leading to and 
from ‘Tochientu is heavily guarded 
by Gen, Li's Hunan ‘oops, and 
soldiers come and go night and day, 
‘There is one road to China, one to 
Yunnan and two into Tibet. 

Marriage by Capture 

It since has been discovered that 
some clothes and money were also 
carried away, But the | amazing 
thing Is that no one in the largo 
catablishment, not even the mother, 
who must have been sleeping near at 
oad can offer any suggestions. In 
Chinese shops along the frontier it is 
usual for shop assistants to sleep in 
the front shop.

‘The ‘Tibetans not only believe in 
Lamnsism but polyandry and marriage 
by capture and the present disappear 
ance looks very much ike evil 
communications corrupting good 
manners. ‘The wild, woolly and 
jomadie Ngolok, a few days north 
west of ‘Tachienlu replenish their 
stock by marriage by capture, but 
this Is the first time in our experi 
ence that the art was practised by 
a civilized and intelligent people. 
‘Te young ladies in captivity to 
night’ may be perfectly happy and 
perhaps. marriage by capture was 
Just what they were walling for. 

Mothers in Tachienlu with mare 
riageable daughters are having a 
rough time, “Buttons apparently have 
fan attraction for girls all over the 
‘world and men who wear the buttons 
on the border are on the watch for 
Bice looking girls, ‘The unfortunate 
thing Is “that those wearing the but 
tons come from other provinces and 
when the buttons move the girls 
move with them, and the mothers 
don't like. to lase their girls al- 
together. ifowever, mothers on the 
frontier ‘don't mind thelr daughters 
marrying an offeer in the Szechuen 
‘army, but when it comes to a man 
from'Kiangsi, it is quite a different 
matier. Marriage by eapture is quite 
a rollicking habit and we sincerely 
hope It will travel no further east.

but, the forest. of chimneys, hard 
{trodden dirt roads and the accumula~ 
tion of time-honoured dust and debris 
stirred ~unremittingly into the air 
Jeverwhelm human attempts to. keep 
the collar white, let alone to breathe 
wholesome air into the lungs. 

The Municipality first attacked the 
problem with a feet of water-wag- 
gons, Ouistanding were two results. 
First, spraying agitated the dust 
where it wag thick, contaminating the 
avenues eather than purifying them. 
fin the second place, wet fect wers 
the cause of fever. 

Last May, the Municipality decided 
to “remove accumulated dust and 
Jéébris trom the roads and employed, 
}24 coolies to do the work. This 
strategy proved more successful than 
Jsprinkling of water. Working from 
1 am. to daybreak, the two dozen 
Jcity-cleaners for almost a year now 
have regularly awept 7818 metres of 
highway closest 10 Central Circle. 
[These roads being among the best 
paved in this city, one can only 
imagine what mouniains of dust re- 
main on other roads and by-ways, 
constantly eneroaching on round 
that hag just been cleared. 

In addition to the dust sweepers, 
sehiose eMiciency is tempered by tradi- 
tional disregard for dust in thelr 
non-working hours, the Municipality 
hag 220 menial workers who each day 
collect 455,700 Ib. of garbage and 
Jeeneral refuse. ‘That there is very 
Tittle co-operation between the street 
sweepers and the garbage men is 
noticed in the wanton handling of 
garbage. A great deal of refuse is: 
frequently strewn about by the hired 
Jcoolies, “unwittingly because they 
know 'no better, but to the great 
Jdismay of all who ery for sanitation 
Jand cleanliness. 

Groups of untidy coolies have been 
Jshambling along the stroets of Dairen 
this week carrying placards for the 
[Municipal Oflce, The slogans were 
fin both Japanese and Chinese, Most 
of them ‘said, “Let's keep the stcceis 
Jclean.” ‘The 'very appearance of the 
Jparaders, however, was a stark re- 
minder that the ‘streets cannot be 
Jmade clean and the foul air filtered 
funtil the Munieipal war on dust and 
Jdist is" extended from. superfelal 
Jactivities to arousing public conscious- 
ness.

sung Teods, bound fora Japanese! 
cotton mill in Lay Road, Yanglszepoo, 
where trouble occurred recently, As 
they walked they shouted enti-Japan~ 
ese. slogans and displayed banners. 
Police from Hongkew Station arrived 
while the crowd was in Woosung| 
Road and prevented conflict with the 
Japanese residents there. 

‘A call to the Reserve Unit barracks 
brought the riot vans out and the 
Police dispersed the demonstrators in 
Ward Road near Whashing Road by 
making {wo minor baton charges. The 
street ‘was quickly cleared and no- 
fone was injured. The adem- 
onstration at the mill'in Law Road 
never. materialized, 

Japanese sailors’ were called out 
while the crowd was in Hongkew, but 
had no conflict with the demoustra- 
tors. ‘Some apprehension was felt by 
Japanese residents of the district 
momentarily.

ZZ Ing, mechanleal engineer 
attached to the Ministry of Railways, 
at a luncheon on Saturday whieh pre 
veded the viewing of one of the new 
Vulean 4-8-4 Incomotives which were 
recently landed at Woosung. from 
England. ‘The oceasion was an In- 
formal luncheon given by Mr. R, G. 
‘Morrison at the International Club to 
rallway officials and members of the 
Institution of “Mechanical Engineers 
and the Institution of Locomotive 
Engineers. 

Saying that as the occasion was an 
informal one, he would confine hlm- 
selt to only a few remarks, Mr. 
Morrison sald that they had to thank 
‘Mr. Huang Pe-tsiau, managing diree- 
tor of the Nanking-Shanghal Railway, 
for" the opportunity of viewing tho 
locomotive, for it was he who com- 
pleted the ‘arrangements for bringing 
fone of the engines up from Woosung 
‘specially for the occasion. 

Up tit now, then commenced Mr. 
Ing, China's locomotives had all been 
Dbulit to the design of builders abroad, 
who really had no conception of this 
country's needs. It was not sur- 
prising, therefore, that few of them 
were satisfactory. 

‘Tho new 4-8-4 mixed traMe locomo- 
tive they were to view represented a 
new era in Chinese rallway history, 
for {t was built to the design and 
specification of the Ministry of Rall- 
ways, and he himsolf went to Eng- 
Jand’ to conduct the negotiations. 
Broadly speaking, the design was 
based on engitio performance, low 
maintainence, and convefilence ot 
‘operation, with particular reference to 
the bridgo loading and the grade of 
coat that would be used, 

Ho then explained why this partl- 
cular type of locomotive wrs chosen; 
S-coupled wheels, for Instance, were 
decided upon to get the maximum 
amount of adhesion. Tt was designed 
for a speed of 80 kilometres an our, 
with the cut-of? at 25 per ecnt. 


= China's Largest Engine 

Acting upon the suggestion of one 
of the engineers connected with the 
‘work of arranging the negotiations, 
the dimensions of the locomotive 
|were deleted when the tenders were 
sent out. Not one firm offered them 
exacily ‘what they required. ‘The 
Vulean firm, however, was the near~ 
st, and only needed slight alterations 
to have its ongines Mt in with the 
Ministry's requirements. Drawing a 
full train, this, the largest engine in 
China, ‘would ‘be able to make the 
run ftom Shanghal to Nanking with- 
out stopping for re-coaling and with 
only two stops for filling up the 
water-tank, which meant that a great 
deal of time would be saved. 

‘Regarding maintainenco, he did not 
blame thelr overseas agents for having 
ald so little attention In the past to 
this question, ns they had no know- 
Jedg> of what jconditions ‘were in 
China. Some thirty years of ex- 
perience, however, had taught the 
allway ' companies here something, 
the tyres of the driving wheels on 
the now engine for instance, were 90 
millimetres thick, as opposed to the 
Usual thickness “of from 70 0 75 
millimetres. 

‘Closely assoclated with this question 
was that of the interchangeabllity of 
details common to all locomotives. 
‘To-day, the Chinese railways had a 
large amount of spare parts which 
only varied slightly, In the now 
Jocomotive many of these details had 
‘been incorporated, and he hoped that, 
one day many of the parts, would 
‘become standard on all engines in 
cr 






Question of Comfort 
Next came the question ‘ot acces- 
sories, which on the normal locomo-

tive rather gave one the impression 


of having been placed about the 
engine at random; tools and oll-cans 
were scattered “about all over the 
place, and little attention had been 
ald {e the question of the comfort af 
the crew. 

‘They had tried to eliminate some 
of these defects in the design of the 
new locomotive, It was not favitiess, 
and doubtless many minor short. 
comings would become apparent as 
time went on. The railway compani 
however, would always welcome 
criticism’ or suggestions from exper! 
enced engineers. 

‘As the purchase of the new locomo- 
tives was made with money supplied 
from the British Boxer Indemnity 
Fund, Mr. Kenneth Cantlie was 
jasked to say a few words. Tho 
‘engines, he sald, were ultimately 
intended for use on the Canton= 
Hankow Railway, but had been 
Joaned temporarily to the Nanking- 
‘Shanghal Railway. 

‘They were the biggest locomotives 
In China, but despite the fact that thoy 
cost considerably more than the 
‘ordinary ones, the trustees felt that. 
they wero. the best designed and 
would later prove to be more econo 
ical, 

Close Estimates Recelved 

Regarding tho tenders which were 
recelved, he thought his listeners 
‘would be interested to learn that the 
estimates of all the firms, with the 
exception of one, were very close 
indeed. The manufacturers had takon 
reat caro with the designs. 

‘Tho entire party then adjourned to 
the ‘Shanghal North Station, where, 
‘beside on empty platform, the hugo) 
locomotive lay at rest. No carriages 
wore ftted, but despite this the ovor- 
all length of engine and tender was 
slightly over 93 fect. “Tneidentally, in 
working order the engine weighs a 
bit over 115 tons. and the tender 76 
ons, the tolal weight actually being 
102 tons 14 ewt. 2 ar. 

‘Atter walking around the engine, 
and admiring the G-foot driving 
wheels, the seml-streamlined Ines of 
both ‘engine and tender, and the 
Chinese characters, neatly printed on 
the latter by British workmen in 
England, members of the party clam- 
bered up into the driver's cab. Those 
accustomed fo dirt and dust and 
‘smoke, a slippery floor, or the sight 
of a fireman nearly breaking his back 
fo ‘keep pressure up in the boiler, 
were literally amazed. 

‘Two comfortable, padded seats are 
Provided for the modern erow of two. 
From his seat, the driver can ecntrol 
‘an entire train almost without moving. 
Bofore him, through a glass window, 
he has an exceliont view of the line, 
and close at hand are numerous 
levers and valve controls, bewildering 
to a Inyman but, of courso, simple to 
tho expert. 

‘Tho fireman's duties seem to be 
limited to watching a number of dials 
‘and twisting various controls accord. 
ingly. No bent back or swaying body 
as he endeavours to feed the hungry 
fire with all the coal it wants, for 
underneath the floor of the cab’ is a 
tube, connecting the tender and the 
fire, through which the coal is auto- 
matically conveyed as circumstances 
Fequire, The coal falls through a 
hole fn the floor of the tender, whence 
it is, taken by a worm drive’ on to a 
platferm near the furnace doors; here 
five nozzles of high power steam warm 
it and blow it Into the furnace. 

During the demonstration, the 
furnace doors were slightly opened 
‘and despite the great heat, those in 
the cab were able to see the auto- 
matic coal-feed actually at work. 
‘This coal-feed, incidentally, though 
standard on the majority of American 
engines, is only just being taken up 
in England, and the Vulean engine 
‘works had to get special permission 
from the American engineers to 























manufacture it for the new Chinese 
locomotives.

famous birth control advocate, arrived 
Jn Shonghal on Sunday afternoon in 
the. ss. Empress of Japan, and. this 
morning. will continue on’ her way. 
Looking very pale after her stay in 
8 Hongkong hospital, Mrs. Sanger 
nevertheless was gracious to a re- 
porter of the “North-China Heral 
And quite eager to talk of the 
movement she has been ‘carrying on 
for more than 21 years—the securing 
for women of the right to scientife 
birth control information. 

‘Parenthood, when It is responsible, 
‘can be a noble trust, q proud commis- 
slon, an honoured’ assignment. But 
this" she said, “can be accomplished 
only by taking it out of the sphere of 
‘aceldent and placing it in the sphere 
fof consclous responsibility. We can 
then trust that every child born will 
bbe a wanted child, born to its rightful 
heritage of love, care, and comfort.

Sanger has boen an inspiration since

jemination of birth control Inform: 
lon, Born of Irish-American parents 
in Coming, New York, it was the 
conditions she encountered as a nurse 
‘among the poor of the elty that made 
hor dedicate her life to her cause.

WORLD ROTARY PROGRESS DESCRIBED 


Members of Local Club Sketch Developments in Own 
Countries: Russia Exempt 


At ‘Thursday's tiftn re-union of 
members of the Shanghai Rotary 
Club, eld in the Metropole Hotel, 
Mr. W. J. Hawkins, Chairman of the 
International Service Committee, call- 
ed upon further members 0 continue 
from the previous week's meeting, 
commemorating the Slst anniversary 
‘of the foundation of Rotary, tke 
rendering of reports upon the spread 
of the rotary movement in thelr re- 
spective countries 

Mr. K. S. Inul, representing Japan, 
stated that the first Rotary Club was 
founded In ‘Tokyo in October 1920, 
‘and at the present moment there are 
established throughout Japan 23 clubs, 
with a tal membership (including 4. 
clubs in Manchoukuo) of 1,042, ‘The 
second Pacific Rotary Conference was 
held in Tokyo in 1929, and the move- 
‘ment was still spreading, 

‘Mr. C. A, Baboud mentioned that 
the foundation of Rotary in France 
ales back to tke year 1921, when the 
Paris club was formed, and now has 
the largest membership of any club 
in that ‘country with over 20 mem- 
bers, while Nantes has the smallest 
with but 9 members. In 1923 sécond 
club was formed in Lyons, and to-day’ 
France tas @0 clubs, including 
Morocco and Algeria, with a total 
membership of over 2,990. "The spirit 
of Rotary reigns over all of these 
clubs, and has undoubtedly become 
‘strong link in the chain which now 
encircles tke globe, in an effort to 
create a better mutual understandiny 
and preserve the most valuable of all 
trensures—Peace.” 








Australian Rotary 

Mr. L, A. Falkner reported that 
there are 49 Rotary clubs in Australia, 
to-day, with a total membership of 
2193, the first club being formed in 
Melbourne in 1921, while the third 
Pacific Conference ‘met in Sydney in, 
March 1980, In Soutly Australia “I 
am informed that the rotary mov 
ment is making splendid progress, and 
only men possessing such qualifies 
tions as active business interests and 
associations, successful business ex- 
perience, and sound integrity are 
Invited to join”. 

‘Speaking with regard to Denmark, 
‘Mr. 'T, Thellefsen informed the meet 
ing’ that the first Rotary club 
organized in Copenhagen in Nove 
ber 1921, and there are now 28 clubs 
with a total membership of 865. “We 
Danes, belonging to one of the smaller 
nations, all subscribe to the spirit 
fostered by Rotary—the seeking of 
international goodwill and under 
standing amongst the nations.” 

‘Mr. Hans Berents stated that in 
July 1935 thero were 14 Rotary clubs 
In Norway, with 514 members. He 
added: "I believe Rotary will do well 
in Norway because as'a small nation 
i becomes naturally a major pai 
‘of our education to foster toleration, 
forbearance and neighboutliness 
which, together with kindness, ought 
fo enable all nations to mect togeth 
fo mutual advantage, and eliminate 
aggression and fear.” 

Remarking that in May 1924, the 
first Swiss Rotary club was founded 
in Zuvieh, Mr. Arnold Kobalt, went 
‘on to say’ that In spite of traditional 
conservatism, the movement met with 
Immediate success, Within the same| 
year five more clubs came into exis 
‘ance, and to-day there are 23 clubs 
in Switzerland with a membership of 















approximately 1000: of these, 15 are 
German, 7 are French, and one 
Malian-speaking, and in the near 


future it 1s hoped that another elu 
representing the fourth national 
Tanguage, Romansh, will be formed. 
“Wills the ‘many peace conferences 
that have taken place in Switzerland 
during the current éentury, with 
Geneva the seat of the Red Cross 
and the capital of  peace-dedicated 
world: with Berne the headquarters 
of the Postal and ‘Telegraph Union, 
Swilzeriand has set a sultable stage 
for the functioning of Rotary Inter- 
national, whose continental European 
fomMee was established at Zurich in

England and France on the one hand, 
‘and Germany on the other, Rotary 
hhas for ils motto ‘Service before self’, 
and the new Germany has, as its 
motto ‘Common-weal before one's 
‘own’ and there is no doubt whatever 
but that the rotary movement in 
Germany will grow and prosper, con- 
‘ributing to the attainment of the 
Ideals of Rotary International 

Mr. Bernard Rozenbaum stated that 
the movement in Poland was still ta| 
Hs infancy, there being only six elubs 
in existence, very slow “development 
taking place, the reason for whlch 
being’ undoubtedly the fact thet 
Rotary and its ideals are too 1ittle 
known In that country, the majority 
of the people not having even heard 
of it, “The few clubs in existence 
fare struggling hard, however, and 
doing thelr best to’ promote ‘Rotary 
‘deals, international understanding, 
being’ one of them." 

With regard to Russia, Mr. L. V. 
Arnoldov mentioned that in 1912, a 
the dawn of the Rotary movement, 
attempt was made to establish’ a 
Rotary club in Riga, but permission 
was not granted. “Then the Great 
War broke out and the revolution 
followed ip its wake. Since 1917 all, 
power in Russia has belonged to the 
Soviets, and st present not a single 
Rolary club, and not a single Rotarian 
exists in Russia. ‘The. explanation, 
while deplorable, is very simple: any 
Rotary club is the voluntary union 
of free and independent people, who 
fare representatives and leaders of 
various. professions and trades. In 
modern Russia there is no individual 
trade. whatsoever—all Russian busi- 
ness is under Government control, and) 
there are no free professions, because 
all are in the pay of tke government. 
Rotarians serve others above selves, 
but in the USSR. everybody serves 
the government in order not to be 
fired. It is a strange paradox that| 
the country which has declared er- 
If to be the cradle of internation- 
alism, stands apart from the world 
wide’ Rolary International.” 

No statistics were given to the 
meeting with regard to the movement 
in Palestine or Bulgaria, the repres- 
‘entative-members of those countries 
not being present at the tiMln meeting.

‘The firm has taken over 
fan old boat, refitted it, painted it 
white, and labelled it the “U.B.” The 
naming ceremony took pl 
Wednesday, and ‘Thursday’ {} 
went from’ ship to ship on the river

‘The beer is picked up a 4 o'clock 
in ‘the morning at the Whangpoo 
‘Wharf, and the captain of the little 
vessol ‘gets his orders there from the 
various ships. The beer is then de- 
livered and if by chance a casual 
sale can be made it will be. Two 
trips will bo made a day by the sit. 
UB, calls being made in the morning 
and "in the afternoon. 

Besides dispensing beer to ships, 
the boat will bring beer to house 
boats and outing parties, The boat 
will swing alongside a houseboat and 
sell becr to the probably thirsty oc- 
cupants. Also if some peoplo wish 
to hire a motor launch and take 0 
Jaunt on the river they can take along 
thelr beer with them, for the brewery. 
is renting out five and ten litre cans 
fof beer that remain cold for a inatter 
of ten hours. 

Contrary to an idle rumour that 
has been broadcast, ships desiring 
beer from the U.B. will not fly the 
signal flags U and B. To do so would 
‘not only require the permission of 
the harbour master but woitld also be 
Hlegal.

No-one else has gone into 
this new country for the express 
purpose of collecting animals and 
birds for a museum. While there 
hhas been a good deal of work done 
in India and Burma, he said, Indo- 
China was comparatively "unknown. 
He und Major Fleischman will start 
from Saigon and expect to be gone 
about seven or eight weeks. ‘They 
will take with them a number of 
native skinner, who will do the 
bulk of the work. Photographs will 
be taken of many of the specimens. 


‘Mr. Clark related that on one occa- 
sion he made a trip through Central 
Asia froin, India to China, travelling

Ing flold. Ag a sculptor, he had been 
hired to'work for the American, 
‘Museum. Mr. Carl Akely, the famous, 
naturalist, had seen that’ Mr. Clark's. 
ability as'a sculptor would be admir~| 
able for fleld expeditions, as it would 
enable him to study animals in thelr | 
natural habitat.

Clark taking up the work as his 
occupation, and it has led him all

VANDERBILTS ARRIVE 


‘Mr. and Mrs. George Vanderbilt, who 
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TAMING OF YELLOW 
RIVER 


Number of Different Plans 
Suggested’ 


‘The hope that a great many things 
could probably be done to render the 
disasters caused by the Yellow River 
less frequent, and to limit the eytent 
of the damage, was expressed by Mr. 
3. E, Baker, adviser to the Inter- 
Provincial ‘Flood Relief Associa 
tion, in. an address to members 
of ihe Y.M.CA. on Tuesday even- 
ing, March 3. Mr, Baker said that for 
the first 2,000 miles of its course, the 
river traversed the Continental 
Plateau, which consisted largely of a 
‘soil so fine that if rubbed between 
the fingers it would disappear into 
the pores of the skin. Very slight 
rainfall therefore was’ sufficient to, 
erode the plateau, but instead of 
having an evenly balanced light rain- 

this territory, 
was visited by seasonal rainfalls of 
‘great violence, 

Such torrents resulted in g tremen- 
dous erosion, and in a silt content| 
frequently 40 or even 50 per cent. 
of the total volume: of water mea- 
‘sured by weight. Because of silt, the 
river had frequently changed its 
course. As methods for the taming 
of the Yellow River, Mr. Baker sug- 
gested the dredging of certain short 
Sections, where emergency deposits of 
silt oceurred; afforestation, which, he 
‘sald, would ‘reduce silt cuntent, ‘but 
which would introduce a larger’ food 
problem: detention reservoirs placed 
along the course of the river: the 
reconstruction of the Yellow River 
dykes under national control; the 
formation of auxiliary chonnels 
the enclosing of low areas, or sandy 
areas of small value, for ‘the delib- 
erate purpose of flooding them v: 
the river was in flood so that the 
silt deposit might not only improve 
the soil but gradually build up a 
hinterland forlifying the dykes and 
tending to put the river down Into a 
canyon, 

















Several Methods Required 


Mr. Baker said that it would seem 
that no one device would be sufficient 
for the taming of the Yellow River, 
but it was quite possible that a 
combination of all of these devices 
would go far towards making the 
Yellow River as responsive to man’s 
will as the Mississippi, the Ganges or 
the Danube. 


‘The National Government had wnade 
a start on this problem, and in 1918 
two observation posts to measure the 
daily depth, flow and silt content of 
the Yellow Rivor wert set up. Now 
there were twelve such gauges be- 
‘tween Langchow and the mouth of tho 
river, and twelve more on tributaries. 
300 rainfall quages had been set up 
fines 1990, and tho first step towards 
the solution of the problem was to 
get the pertinent facts on rainfall and 
river-flow. ‘Those facts were now 
being collected. 





Preliminary Surveys 


Preliminary surveys were now 
being made along the middie ccurse 
of the river to ascertain the possi- 
bility of retardation reservoirs, and 
‘another survey had been made of the 
‘Tu Hai River in Shantung, from tho 
Grand Canal to the sea. At an esti- 
mated cost of $30,000,000 this channel 
could be put in shape to carry sbout 
fone seventh of the capacity of the 
Yellow River, enough, perhaps, to

REFORMS IN TEA 
SHIPMENT 


British and U.S. Firms Protest, 
to Nanking 


Nanking, Mar. 5. 
The American Tea Association of| 
New York recently sent a letter to 
the Government ‘Testing Bureau of 
the Ministry of Industry, urging the 
Chinese Government to take neces: 
sary steps for the improvement. of 
China tea packages. ‘The following 
aro extracts from the letter: 

“We refer to the poor packages in| 
which your product Is exported, 
‘These are unquestionably the worst 
of any brought into America, and, 
needless to say, constitute a serious 
hhandieap to the growth of the busi- 
ness. Since it become necessary to 
interline the packages with ‘paper 
between the Jead and the tea, many 
of your packers and/or manufacturers 
‘are using a poor quality of paper, 
which tears and breaks up into smali 
pleces and eventually becomes mixed 
with the contents of the package, To 
Femove these particles before using 
the tea is a diMeult and expensive 
operation. 

“Then there is the package itself, 
which is not strong enough to stand 
the ordinary wear and tear while in 
transit to the ecmsuming countries, 
‘This is particularly true now that 
your manutacturers are packing 
medium-grade Congous from 70 to 
7 Ib. nett. Most of the exporters of 
China tea to America try to reinforee 
the packages by steel strapping, but, 
while this helps considerably, it does 
not begin to solve the problem. For 
some years, therefore, the exporting 
rms have’ been urging the placing 
}of wooden uprights in the four corn= 
ers of the: package to give it addi- 
ional support, “Experience has 
taught us that this method goes a 
long way toward making substantial 
an otherwise frail or poorly con- 
structed package. 


Efforts of No Avail 
“While these individual efforts to 
improve the general condition of the 
China packages have been persistent, 
over a period of many years, they 
have been of no avail, and itis for 
this reason that we are taking up this 
‘matter with you, in the hope that It 
may receive official recognition, We 
appreciate that your activities cover 
‘China industries as a whole, but, as| 
tea is one of the oldest, and for many 
years one of the largest industries in 
‘China, we trust you will consider our | 
‘complaint of suificient importance to 
warrant your most careful investiga~ 
ton, 1 Hele 

“Our Tea Association is the only 
representative body of its kind In| 
America, embracing all the interests| 
fengeged in the business, and we can| 
assure you of our utmost co-operation 
in correcting this vitally important 
matter. “As you probably know, the 
International Tea Propaganda Com- 
mittee have already launched thel:| 
campaign to advertise Ceylon, India, 
Java, and Sumatra teas in America,| 
therefore the China toa interests can- 
not afford to leave a stone unturned 
in protecting thelr products.” 


London's Complaint 

Mr. F, P. Lachlan, chief tea in- 
spector of Jardine, Matheson & Co, 
in London, has also written to thelr

Tt is reported that 
prices in the interior marts and partl- 
culariy up north are becoming firmer, 
because desirable grades and grad- 
ually diminishing, The general zentl- 
‘ment is rather bullish, being influenced 
partly by the firmness of spot cotton 
‘nd partly by rumours now in clr- 
culation about further steps to be 
shortly taken by the government in 
respect of gold unit issues which may 
have an inflationery effect. As the 
parity’ on Indian cotton is| drawing 
Hearer some business ts reported to 
have been booked, mostly by Japan 
‘ese mills, on Broach, Oomra, and 
Bengal varieties. ‘The Chinese’ mills 
fare now paying serious attention to 
the Indian staple and in view of the 
domestic growth already showing 
signs of exhaustion and fearing that 
the stocks will not be sufficient to 
earry them until the new season erop 
appears on the market, they are 
‘contemplating replenishing thelr re~ 
quirements from India. “As to the 
Tuture trend such will depend on the

As far ns China herself was con- 
cerned her leaders cared little who 
they favoured as long as they could 
replenish their exhausted exchequer 
with foreign funds, 

American diplomacy undoubtedly 
served a useful purpose in achieving 
the unily of the Powers in preserving 
China's sovereign status and arousing 
8 chivalrous respect for her very im 
potence to. resist 
took the lead in formulating the pro- 
Dosals of the International Banking 
Consortium in order to prevent 
Snaneial tutelage to any one Power 
ind provide “a practical way of 
fensuring continued equal economic 
opportunities and chances for trade.”

Sim—The Chinese-American Bank 
of Commerce went Into liquidation 
in 1929, Although the assols ex- 
‘ceeded the abilities, the Bank was 
foreed into liquidation because the 
former Government had borrowed 
from the Bank $1,000,000 without re- 
poying it. ‘The’ present Nanking 
Government, however, had recognized 
the liability and had promised some- 
time in November 1934 to repay the 
Jdobt, but without stating when pay 
meni would be made. 

‘The liabil Bank, at the 
time it" went into liquidation, ine 
cluded:

‘The note issue of the Bank was 
‘duly redeemed by the proceeds from 
the sale of its Nonking Road property, 
but ereditors or the above mentioned 
accounts have still not been paid, 
The total amount is not large, and 
in these hard times the money would

phasized is that, according 10 pro- 
mulgated law, rio bank liquidation 
‘must last longer than six months, but 
‘the liquidation of this Bank has been 
‘going on for over six years, One 
‘must assume that the liquidation

this protracted period of winding up 
the affairs of the Bank, yet the people

Reply to Mr. Weld

Sm—The misquotations’ of Mr. 
Perenson-Weyp are as nothing in com- 
parison with the misapprehensions 
under which he Js labouring as re- 
vealed in his recent contribution to 
your columns, It has been my good 
fortune to be associated with Ameri- 
cans both at home and in the States 
for the last forty years and there has 
always been the most Kindly feeling 
between usin no single case has this 
spirit of friendliness been interfered 
with, T therefore very strongly resent 
the deliberate attempt made by Mr. 
Weld to spoil this relationship. 

Some little time ago I happened to 
be stranded in Bombay” Railway 
Station for half-an-hour and quite 
‘accidentally took up a book, written 
by an American, which "was an 
indictment of British polley in India, 
IC turned to the end and there found 
formulated three main charges against 
us. Two of those I was in some 
sense an authority on, Ono of these 
charges was that we had stolen the 
Indigo industry from the poor Indian 
farmer. Now the facts are that India 
stole the Indigo trade from Brita! 
there is not a Woad farm in Britain 




















to-day. And Britain helped Indi in 
this stealing—if this Is the right word 
to use. ‘Then It was the Gormans 


who with thelr synthetic indigo stole 
the trade from India; and Britain 
did everything possible to frustrate 
this stealing, my old colleague— 
Professor A. G, Perkin, probably the 
greatest living’ authorliy on natural 
dyestuffs—being engaged for yours in 
‘an attempt to maintain the economic 
culture of natural Indigo. Tt

Hungjao's Dangers 


To the Editor of the 
“Norri-Cutxa Dany News” 
Su,—Sunday morning, after many. 
cold days the sun was shining gaily 
and, as_many in Shanghai, Twas. 
{aking “a morning walk with my 

ehildren on Hungjao road. 

Tt was, as usual, crowded with 
ponies, rickshaws, ‘bleycles, buses, 
trucks and motor-cars. 

‘As usual cars and trucks were 
proceeding at high speed. Speed Is 
‘always dangerous on a wide road 
but is criminal on such a narrow 
and erowded road as, Hungjeo Road, 
Not far, trom Macleod Road a 
young foreigner was lying uncon: 
Selous on the side of the road, in a 
ool of blood, with his head broken. 

Tam driving my own car, and my 
driving cence is 15 years’ old, that 
means. that 1 know how  bieyeliss| 
fre often taking great risks but this 
is no reason to ‘kill them, ‘To-day 
all cars are able to reach very high 
speeds, even small cars ean reach 60 
rifles " per hour. “The power _ af| 
brakes has also greatly improved. 

At reasonable speed a car is abl 
to stop within few yards and hes| 
many ‘chances to avoid accidents. 

‘At high speed, over 30 mp.h. for 
ja car and over 18 for a truck, the 
fsceldent is unavoidable. 

Nowhere on Hungjao Road Is 
mentioned any speed limit. It is 
ime’ to bring a romedy. Why not 
enforce regulation on speed limit. 
Specialists can fix a reasonable limit 
for trucks and cars, Panels indleat- 
ing these limits can be affixed on 
the side of the road and the police's| 
Job Is to have regulations respected. 

In caso of breach of traffle re- 
ulations the offender, receives trom 
the police a letter asking the name 
of driver, No, of driving licence and 
explanation. “This Is followed some; 
limes by a fine of $2. 

‘This may be enough in caso of 
minor breach of traffle regulations, | 
Such as parking on the wrong side 
Jot Nanking Road, or obstructing clr- 
ulation on the ‘Bund, but it is un- 
‘suficient when the breach is of a 
nature lo expose human life 10 
danger. 

‘Stronger measures can be iaken, 
fas they are taken in most of the 
countries “where a man who has! 
‘caused an accident does not simply. 
say “Maske, the Insurance will ray.” 

‘After a few examples of cancel- 
lation of driving lcences. heavy fine 
with car Kept by the police as guar- 
antee of the payment of the fine, and 
condemnation of the offender by 
court would induce reckless drivers 
to more care.

Final Rush to See Art 

London, Mar. 7. 
So great was the rush tn the last 
moment to viow the Chinese Art 
Exhibition in Burlington House, whleh 
closed to-day, that the doors were nol 
shut, before 10 pm. 

Altogether 422,048 persons visited 
the Exhibition since it opened late 
In November last year, 

Not a single art treasuro was 
‘broken, disfigured or stolen, 

AS soon as the last visitor left, 
preparations for the dispersion ot the 
exhibition began. Steel ‘scaffolding Is 
bbelng erected for the dismantling of 
the giant 20-ton Buddha which. so 
Impressed visitors on passing the 
turntiles, 

‘The dismantling will tako several 
days. All repacking preliminarles are 
in the hands of the Chinese experts, 
Messrs, Niu, Na! Fu and Sung. 

Nearly soventy British art packers 
and others will join the experts on 
‘Monday and will work day and night 
in peeking the treasures. Only the 
Chinese experts, however, will nandle 
the Chinese Government's. treasures 
which are to return to 














In the prairie provinces this winter 
‘has been ae bitor as any of the oldest 
Inhabltants remember, For six weoks 
sub-zero temperatures were almost 
continuous, In Winnipeg the mean 
tomperature for the month of January 
was 13 degrees below zero, and the 
residents have given up all effort to 
dress. according to the dictates. of 
fashion.

For days ata 
mo the mighty roar of the Falls has 
een stilled, and the ce formations 
have been ‘of suMicient interest to 
draw photographers from all over the 
province, and from nearby centres in 
the United States, In the gorge boto\ 
the Falls tho treacherous rapids hav 
‘been spanned by an fee bridge; this 1s 
‘sald to be the first time that this hi 
hhappened since tho severe winter of 
1860, 

A number of daring souls have 
ventured across this bridge, despite 
the warnings of the authorities; Indian 
Tegends have it that the rapids were 
frequently bridged by leo in corllor 
days. Further down the rivei 
locks both at Queenston and Lewiston 
‘suffered from the movement of the 
great ice cakes; the extent of the 
damage will not be known until the 
‘waters recede in the spring, but It Is 
expected that much repalr work will 
hhave tobe done. 

Further east in the Maritimes, trains 
have been blocked by the drifting 
snows, and highways have been im- 
possible to maintain for automobile 
frame for weeks. When one secs the 
‘full force of a winter blizzard, with 
snow, cold and high winds, he cannot

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ON PREACHING 
By Tunasyewws 


It 4s often said that one man's 
meat is another's poison, and the old 
proverb was recalled the other 
‘evening while thinking over the 
‘wonderful speech of King Edward 
VEIT to which so many residents 
in Shanghai were able to listen. 
‘The radio {s meat in that it is serv- 
ng the needs of empire in a manner | 
which no other form of communica 
tlon can possibly do. Yet it is to 
some extent operating against other 
forms of activity in such a way as 
to'do them incalculable harm. ‘The 
press professes to regard the radio| 
with disdain, refusing to believe, 
that it can ever do it much herm, 
and yet watching with a jealous eye 
the broadcasting of news, and the 
‘occasional gathering in of a “scoop” 
by the B.B.C, Then there is a storm| 
of protest, because of the official 
connection of British broadcasting. 
It brings joy to the lonely, ond reliet 
sometimes to the sick, as recognised 
by the movement in England to} 
provide every hospital bed with a 
set of earphones. As a means of| 
activating the public sentiment of 
nations it has received the highest 
Praise from such a man as Herr 
Hitler, who is reported once to have 
sald that without it and the motor: 
ear the success of the Nazis would 
hhave been impossible 

‘But with all this there are such 
institutions as the church which 
must of necessity suffer, and that) 
chiefly bocauso it also Is being more 
and more obliged to avail itself of 
the same for reaching {ts people. Tt 

{s.a fact that the duty of public wor- 
ship has never been so thoroughly 
accepted as it should be. Perhaps 
that Is the result of those medicoval 

English laws which forced people 

to attend Divine Service on a Sun- 

day under penalty of a fine, or the 
many prohibitions against’ indul- 
gence in sport on that day. But 

Whatever the cause it has never 

eon easy to get all the faithful to 

attend church even once in the day, 
and now that the service can be 
taken to every man’s fireside there 

I an increasing indisposition to 
dodge responsibility in this respect, 
But there are thousands of people 
{in the British Tsles who on a Sunday 
will Uston to a service broadcast 
from Westminster Abbey or St. 
Paul's Cathedral, or wait up until 
the final act of ‘devotion at night 
when the week's activities are 
brought to a conclusion by that 
wonderfully touching Epilogue, a 
short, reading from tho Scriptures, 
‘a musical versicle, and a prayer, 
which seem to usher out the sabbath 
with a Iast touch of solemnity. 


But the very same people who 
will do that would not go across 
the road to attend their own parish 
church, and thelr numbers are 
growing, while the church suffers in 
its apparent support and its very 
real need for adequate finance. Is 
It because in the big cathedrals 
things are done so much better? Is 
it because they accommodate better 
preachers, It is cottainly not be- 
cause of the finer pageantry, or all 
those sentiments which are aroused 
dy actual presence within those 
dignified fanes, for that is. missing 
Its bocauso man likes his ease, and 
if God is brought to his very hearth, 
why, he asks, need he go in search 
of Him? Of course, if this is car- 
ried too far, a different technique 
in religion will be necessary. Tt is, 
not dificult to conceive the day 
when the chureh building will have 
become a historical relic, interesting, 
but of no great use except as a 
solting for those sacraments in 
which personal attendance is still 
unavoidable. Public worship will 
have given place to. semi-private 
ceremony, when congregations will 
bo as the "two or three gathered 
together in Thy name” of St. Chry- 
sostom, instead of their hundreds as 
was originally the case. 

To-day there are mony who 
eagerly await the time for a broad- 
cast service. They listen to the 
familiar words of the exhortation, 
confession and absolution; mentally 
Join in that wonderful ‘music to 
which the psalms are set, and the 
canticles and ‘those hymns which 


























‘seem rooted in the earliest years 
of their childhood. But when the 
‘Parson announces his text there are 
‘many who quietly turn off their in- 
struments and turn their attention 
elsewhere. Why? That is where 
the new technique has to come in. 
Humanity of to-day is rot to be 
fobbed off with any old sermon. It! 
demands that the preacher shall 
convey some miessage of very deep | 
thought, something in which the 
teeth may be set, something wich 
may be of practical use in this very 
practical world of ours. Academic 
‘araphrases of the Eplisiles will not 
do. ‘The Epistles are so good in 
themselves as to need no paraphras- 
Ing; it 1s a work of supererogation 
in any event, and savours some- 
thing of tinkering with the sublime. 


‘The horizons of man's thought 
have been so widely extended that 
it is imperative that the church 
should recognize the fact. Humanity 
does so much of its own thinking 
that predigested reflection is of little 
lise to it, The sermon of the future. 
will have to be rich in thet thought 
which commends itself to thinking 
‘mankind. Olden formulae will have 
to be dispensed with; they failed to 
recognize the intellectual demands 
of so many who then and now| 
resent thelr use. This different 
technique will require an abler type 
of preacher then is, unfortunately, 
too common in these days. It is not 
suggested that the chureh stands in 
need of stich preachers as Father 
‘Vaughan who attracted society to 
his church in order to hear them 
‘selves verbally scourged for thelr 
sins, though even he did good work; 
nor’ does it require all the hig! 
philosophy of a Dean Inge. Betvveen 
the two there is to be found that 
type which preaches a manly, 
thoughtful sermon which has that 
appeal which is so necessary in 
these days. 








How is this change best to be ef- 
fected? It would seem to lle in a 
‘sharp division of priestly functions, 
between the ordinary burden of 
daily work which the average 
parish priest has to undertake, and 
the speclalized work of preaching. 
It seems sometimes that the clergy 
‘have to be such Jacks of all trodes 
that they are rarely masters of 
any. Preaching to be as effective as 
{t should requires the widest lesrn- 
ing, the greatest possible under- 
standing of mankind and its spiritual 
needs and the deepest sympathy 
with them and to acquire these it is 
perhaps necessary that there should 
be a divoree of the purely executive 
side from the preaching, and the 
greater development of the latter. 
How that is to be done is not for’ 
the writer to suggest, but if the ex- 
tension of the work of carrying God 
to the fireside is to be undertaken, 
the best possible instruments will 
hhave to be chosen. The time may 
very well come when a smoll corps of 
prenchers by wireless might relieve 
the parish priest of that portion of his 
labours, and leave to him that offlee 
of ministration which is even of 
‘greater Importance than that of ex- 
hortation to faith. 


‘These preachers would probably 
have to acquire the clocutionary 
technique of a B.B.C. announcer. 
It is to be hoped they would, for if 
some of the preachers could only 
realize how acutely some of their 
mannerisms irritate thelr lsteners, 
they would sometimes understand 
why the radio is turned off when 
the sermon begins. There are some 
who in their desire to make sure 
of being understood add vowe's to 
conscnantal endings. ‘Tnere are 
others to whom a broad vowel 
seems to be anathema maranatha. 
It is annoying to hear » man say 
“greet” when the listener knows 
perfectly well that what he is trying 
to say is “great” or “thet” for “that.” 
There is always the danger that 
the commor? man who looks upon 
Jall variations of accent as affecta- 
tion, will be annoyed and irritated by 
jsuch small matters, and, perhaps, 
after all, a standardisation of pro- 
jnuneiation along the lines of the 
/B.B.C. might in the long run prove 
itor the best.

CONFUCIAN INTERNATIONALISM 


Ancient Philosophy Applicable to Present World 
Disorder: Transcends National Boundaries

‘Spring saerliice to Contuclus was 
‘held in Pelping, Tientsin and Paoting 
‘on February 25 with imposing cere- 
‘mony and pomp in which the revival 
of ancient rites was a prominent fea- 
ture, “Following the renewal of the 
‘commemoration of Confuclus’ birth 
day on August 27, 1034, this 1s the 
first time since 1927 that publie wor~ 
ship has been offered in the early 
season of the year to commemorat’ 
‘the greatness of the ancient sage. 

‘There is no question that these 
omeial celebrations will do much to 
ublleize and propazate the moral 
‘and ethleal teachings of Confuclus, 
‘But what 1s of more signiflance for 
the Chinese nation in particular and 
the present world order in general is 
the Confucian philosophy relating to, 
‘nationalism and internationalism, 

‘True, these two cross currents of 
the political tendencies which have 
been” disturbing the International 
peace of to-day could hardly take on 
definite aspects in Confucius’ time. 
‘Viewed from the settings of his own 
social and political conditions, how- 
‘ever, the teachings of the great sage 
Row’ suggest to us many ideas and 
‘sentiments which seem to chime in 
‘well with either of these two eatego- 
les of world thoughts. 


Leader of Chinese Culture 


‘The research of some Sinologists 
atiempting to furbish up Confucla 
ism in the light of present-day con- 
ditions has led them to discover 
therein many bellefs and attitudes 
that seem to be in keeping with mod- 
fern nationalism. Indeed, one of the 
reasons for the revival ‘of the Con- 
fucian worship is that Contuclus was 
pre-eminently the leader of Chinese 
‘culture and learning and that through 
‘hls teachings and works the founda~ 
tlon “ot Chinese national life and 
splrit was permanently lai 

‘On the other hand, those scholars 
who happened to dwell on certain of 
‘Confuelus’ sayings that have a uni- 
versal appeal have reached seemingly 
‘opposite conclusions. They argue that 
the socio-political idealism of Con- 
fuelus transcends national boundaries 
fand that his outlook was rather sim- 
far to that of an Internationalist or a 
cosmopolitan. Thus whether Con- 
fucius, advocated nationalism or in- 
‘ternationalism is a question on which 
opinions have been divided into two 
seemingly opposing types. For there 
fare pound to be differences of opinion 
‘according as the stress is lald upon the 
view how Confucianism has influenced 
‘Chinese nationalism and inspired its 
international outlook. 

Let us visualize China as she was 
at ‘the time of Confucius, It was 
‘the period of the warring kingdoms 
‘when all the disorders of the feudal- 
ism were at thelr helght. 

‘The Imperial authority completely 
‘broke down with its dominions par- 
celled out among twelve kingdom 
reying upon one another, while the 
‘barbarous tribes on the east and the 
north of China were making inroads 
into “The Flowery Land.” 


Cramping Parochlalism 
‘Thus Confucius throughout his lite 
saw China dismombered and her peo- 
ple bound down to a cramping paro- 
‘chialism and oppressed by petty 
‘tyrannies. With a viow to preventing, 
‘the recurrence of the civil wars, ho 
‘exhorted the kings to observe’ his 
doctrines of righteousness and bene- 
volence in their dealings with one 
‘another. With all the courage of his 
‘moral being he would denounce oF 
‘hinder their use of armed force which 
too often disrupted their peaceful re- 
lations, “He cherished as one of his! 
political objects the restoration of 
‘the central authority, and indeed he 
ralsed this ideal even to the point of 
making it a prineiple of legitimacy. 
In order to check the moral degen- 
eration which was widespread in his 
time, Confuclus fell back upon. the 
one ‘effectual means—the rehabilita- 
ton of the cultural possessions of the 

















}for the dificulty with which the 
radio confronts the churches.

Practice of Primitive Victur 
Jn his anxiety to stir up reaction 
‘among the people toward unification 
‘and peace, Confuclus turned longing, 
‘eyes to the fdeal past. He sang theprases| 
of the haleyon and innocent times of 
the Emperors Yao and Shun. In his 
teaching as well as counsel to the 
princes he enjoined the practice of 
the primitive virtues such as had 
een prevalent during those earlier 
relgns. With the exaltation of his 
Idealized kingship, he always upheld 
‘benevolence 

of what the 
‘and glorifation of 
the nation ought to be, At the same 














time he strove to break down the 
localism of the people by inculeating 
in them the belief that they should 
bbe united by the ties of racial homo- 

ty, ther 





consciously unified people with ap- 
peals to thelr patriotic interests and 
Sentiments grounded upon thelr herit~ 
‘age of one common language and 
culture. With these objects in view 
hhe began his work of conversion with 
the different Kingdoms, ‘Then he 
would broaden his sphere of influence 
by bringing them all into a consoli- 

{ted unlon, in which one ideal gov- 
‘ernment, uniform laws and one homo- 
eneous culture would prevail. 
in examirction of the -environ- 
mental background of Confucius" life 
which must have Influenced his out- 
Yok and interests helps to show in 
stronger reliet his natlonalistlc ap- 
peal. In expounding his idea of poll- 
cal progress, Confucius maintained 
that ‘the right government of | the 
States depends upon the good regula- 
ton of the families, which needs the 
rst prerequisite of cultivating the 
personal virtues of the individuals, 
But, he hoped, this socio-political pro 
gression would be just a preparation 
for proceeding to the ultimate go 
the "pacification of the universe. 
‘The achievement of this final objec 
tive he seemg to have dwelt upon a 
hig mission in le. 

Now, what was “the universe” as 
conceived by Confucius? Owing to 
the limited and imperfect geographi- 
cal knowledge of his time, we may 
naturally venture the opinion that 
what he referred to e& “the universe” 
then was actually the whole or even 
Just a part of China as known to him, 
It was in contradistinetion to the in- 
dividual petty warring States pra 
Jcelling out China in his time that he 
‘conceived the idea of “the universe’ 
88 a wider and higher sphere for the 
Feallzation of his doctrines, 


As a matter of fact, China was 
about all the world known to him 
then and we have records to show 
‘that his interests and aspirations were 
confined therein, Other Iands and 
Peoples were of course beyond his 
‘mental horizon. except some vague 
notions he entertained regarding the 
barbarous tribes that were harassing 
the borders of China, 


Disparaged Barbarians 

His attitude toward the barbarians, 
‘of which we have record in “The 
“Analects,” was eloquent of the sort 
‘of sentiments he shared with other 
anclent peoples such. as the Greoks, 
the Romans and the Jews toward the 
“forelgner.* They amounted to what 
may be regarded as the primitive 
psychological reaction that has deep- 
ly tinged “modern nationalism, To. 
stem the tide of the barbarian inva- 
sion, he ralsed the lonely but stirring. 
volee lke that of Demosthenes and 
Cicero, He appealed to the patriotic 
sentiment of the Kings and urged 
them to bury the hatchet against one 
‘another, and with united efforts to 
resist the attack of their common 
foreign foe and recover the tertito- 
‘les lost to"Imperlal authority, 

In his revision of the “Spring and 
Autumn. Annals,” one of bis motifs 
Shrough the whole work isthe con: 

Use of waging and 
hostile tone and terms. in which he 
‘made comments upon the doings of 
the barbarous tribes. But he spoke in. 
highly laudatory terms of Kwan. 
Chung, the Prime Minister of the

‘and customs, Kwan Chung was re- 
garded by Confucius as having con- 
ferred an everlasting benefit upon the 
Chinese people, 


‘No nationalism in modern times 
‘can be nobler, lofticr and more patrio- 
lic ‘than these sentiments of Contu- 
clus. In the last analvisie there ts in- 
deed little to distinguish them from 
‘modern nationalism. For the natlon- 
alistie appeal as made by the Sage 
‘was as much compounded of the two~ 
elements: the maintenance of racial 
solidarity and the upholding of natlon- 
al interests and honour, It 1s there 
fore not far trom the truth to say that 
‘what Confucius primarily almed at 
achieving was something like natlon- 
‘lism to replace the locallsm that wai

‘With due regard to the actual con- 
ditions prevailing in North China, 
especially in Peiping, there can bo| 
no doubt but that Japanese influence 
4g a serious menace to Chinese educa. 
tion there. It would soem natura 
that any thinking student, no matter’ 
what his political convictions, should 
nd it impossible to bury himself in 
purely academic study at a time 
when hig country is facing what may 
well be its greatest erisis since 1016. 
‘What courso his actions may toke at 
this time are, in the Anal analysis, 
subject to the’ influence and guidance 
of three distinct groups: the student 
body of the locality in which he| 
studles, the faculty of his school, and 
the Government of his country, 


With the recrudescence of student| 
agitetion recently, it Becomes again| 
apparent that since thr be~'aning of 
the student activities {- rarly Decem- 
ber, these three groups have been 
working at cross-purposes. Lack of! 
democratic co-ordination and re- 
resentative control on the part of the 
students, and of sympathy or under- 
standing, and even psychology on the 
part of the Government and faculties, 
have ereated and are widening the| 
rift which precludes a sane solution 
to the problem of what a student 
should or should not do, 

















Answer of the Government 


‘The attitude both of the Provincial 
‘and Central Governments has been 
n¢ of complete suppression, traceable 
to a large extent to a Communist 
complex acquired in 1027" and 
strengthened in, 1931," Since those 
days any active union ‘or organization 
of students has been discouraged, 
not banned. ‘The conviction, real’ or| 
‘assumed, that any student’ activity 
must, ipso facto, be Communistie, and 
‘algo’ the desire to exert a sort of 
faselstic control over students, have 
resulted in official orders that no 
student organization “for disturbance” 
shall be allowed elthet inside or 
outside the campus, Local authorities, 
sometimes going into hiding at 











of crisis, as did those In Pelping| 
in December, are left to decid 
whether or not, an organization is 





"for disturbance” usually 
reach a conclusion in the affirmative,| 


Only in Hunan and Kiangsl, re- 
moved from immediate Japanese in-| 
flucnee and slowly recovering from| 
the effects of Communistle occupation | 
for years, have these suppressive 
measures ‘been adequate. ‘There It 
4s only too easy to put any student| 
movement into disfavour with the 
Whole populace by dubbing It Red, In 
‘addition, by continuous  propaganda| 
and by’ forced attendance for five| 
months in military training camps| 
for all senfor middle schoo! students, 
‘a spirit of fascism has been engen- 
dered, showing itself most plainly 
when students rise {o attention at the 
‘mention of the name of Gen. Chi 
Kal. ‘The Changsha students* 
artleipation in the December move- 
‘ment amounted only to a most poace-| 
ful and “mild parade one day, and 
Ineluded not more than half of the 
students Jn tho elty. 


Approach of the Faculte 


Among teachers, presidents _and| 
officers ot schools’ and universities 
there has been fear of active student 
organization, which can be partly ex- 
plained by ‘their natural desires not 
to have their schedules upset. As 
a matter of fact, one outstanding 
Peiping edueator advanced the argu 
ment that the schools and colleges 
there showed thelr sympathy for the 
movement by refusing to close at 
fonee, ‘The point was that with the 
students together in a body, their 
strength would be increased. Feeling 
this to be true, the colleges and 
schools remained open as long as 
they did, ‘This sounds rather like a 
rationalization In view of the fact| 
that any educational institution would) 
naturally prefer {o maintain Its re 
lar schedule until forced by uncon- 
trollable circumstances to alter It, 
What impressed the writer was 
the conpletely negative approach of| 
Peiping educational authorities to 
tudent problems, Where faculties 
had not followed the lead ot the: 
Government in attempting to diseour~ 
age the students from doing anything, 
‘they had simply remained silent. The 
president. of one of the best-known 
Pelping universities personally told) 
‘me ‘that at the outbreak of the move- 




































‘Yet even then, there 
‘was no written or spoken declaration 
of sympathy or willingness to co-| 
rate on the: part of the faculty,| 

fo constructive leadership was offer- 
ed: to guide the enthusiasm of the| 


students along more practical atid 
less violent lines, 


The Students Themselves 


As for the students, whereas their 
original enthusiasm can be, and {s| 
willingly’ excused on the grounds of 
patriotism, thelr continued requests 
for exemption from examinations and 
“make-up” classes ure also negative| 
rather than constructive | measures,| 
With public meetings banned, how-| 
ever, & loud-mouthed ainority of 
radical leaders easily was able to take 
control of student activities and pro-| 
fessed to express the opinion of the| 
‘majority, With both Government and| 
faculty ‘offering them choice ex- 
‘amples of intolerance, these radicals| 
evinced a complete disregard for the 
rights of the majority (whieh they 
chose to call a minority’, by such aects| 
fg the burning of the belongings of 
those students who attended the Nan- 
king conference, and by forcing them, 
in some instances, to leave college, 
One rather amusing example of their| 
ignorance even of democratic terms| 
was shown in the announcement of 
the Peiping Student Union to the| 
effect that their decision not to send 
Jdelegates to Nanking was “the unani- 
mous opinion of the majority.” 


‘Their incompetence to organize and| 
carty out @ programme was shown 
by the return of many discouraged 
students, after their vain attempts to| 
Impress’ upon the rural population, 
the seriousness of the national crisis 
‘The primary caution of separating 
men from women students was not| 
taken. ‘Thus, when approached _by| 
bands of mixed students, the con- 
servative farmers became distrustful| 
immediately, 

‘Any student organization might be} 
well informed that if it could show 
that It was able to control students, 
say, by calling off a strike as well 
‘as declaring one, it would command 
much more respect from the Govern- 
‘ment and stand more chance of mak- 
ing itself heard fairly, ‘The pre- 
requisite to such control is actual 
representation in the union, which| 
hag not been characteristic ‘of any} 
student unlon in China that I havo| 
yet seen oF heard of. 


Role of the Communists 


Before mentioning a possible solu- 
tion to the problem, it would seem 
‘apropos to discuss what part Com- 
‘munism plays in student activities. 
T have seen a cop’of document pur- 
potting to be issued by the “Soviet 
Government of China,” but post-| 
marked from New York and sent to| 
a student union in Hunan, 
the students to rl 
nese and to join 
‘against the Nanking Government, 
which, it aftrmed, has already be- 
trayed the country to the Japanese.| 
Copies of this paper were circulated 
in Pelping, from Europe as well as 












Mt] from America, and they have prob- 


‘ably been widely spread throughout 
the country. 

Anti-Chiang Kai-shek ond anti- 
Nanking handbills were circulated on 
Pelping streets; and on tho bulletin 
boards of leading Peiping universities 
appeared posters reading: “A united 
front with the Communists against 
Japan and Chiang Kal-shek.” | Prof. 
Yung ¥i-kuel of the National Normal 
University has publicly declared and 
Is prepared to defend in court his 
amrmation that the Peiping Student| 
Union is dominated by Reds and sup- 
porled by them, Disrogarding local 
rumours and official bulletins, these 
are the only facts showing "direct 
Communistle influence that came ‘o| 
my attention during a recent month's 
stay In North China. 

‘While in complete sympathy with 
the aims of the Central Government | 
in its campaign (o oust Communism 
from China, the suggestion is made | 
that a distinction be drawn between 
Communist students and mere radicals 
who, though extremely patriotic, do| 
not ‘hesitate to criticize the present | 
Government, Pertinent is the follow- 
ing quotation from the answer of 
Mr, Robert Hutchins, President of 
the’ University of Chicago, to the| 

jarge that his university was a 
tbed of Communism:” “The way 
to make students Red is to suppress 
them. This policy has never yet 
failed to have. this effect. The 
vigorous and “intelligent ‘student 
resents the suggestion that he is not 
‘capable of considering anything more| 
important than fraternities and foot-| 
ball. Most of the college Reds that| 
T hive heard about have been pro- 
Jduced by the frightened and hysterial 
ulations of the colleges. They 
not Reds at all. they are in revolt 
against being treated like children.” 

‘In the light of the present policy 























of the Chinese Government towards: 


student setivity, the above quotation| 
might be taken to epply to Chinese 
fas well as to American students, 
Possible Solution 

In an interview with Dr. Hu Shih, 
he stated that solution to the whole 
student problem lay in giving the| 
students adequate training in holding 
‘open discussions, in conducting meet 
ings and in representative assemblies, 
‘This amounts to education in. par-| 
Mamentary law and democracy, ad-| 
vocated by Dr. Sun Yat-sen in his| 
“San Min Chu 1,” and is a patent| 
necessity In a democratle government, 


;| whether of students or of a country, 


Not only did Dr. Hu  advocats| 
education in this way, but he pointed| 
‘ut the value of having such a system| 
in operation previous to a time of 
crisis. For in time of peace the 
‘most level-headed students’ naturally| 
‘would be elected to responsible posts 
in student organizations and thelr| 
leadership would still be recognized| 
in a time of trouble. Without this 
background, however, in an| 
‘emergency the spontaneous  leaders| 
would be more likely to be the hot- 
hheaded ones. Dr. Hu reiterated what} 
was common belief in Peiping that| 
the student movement was not con-| 
trolled by the vote of the majority,| 
for there was no representation in the| 
‘union, the members of which were| 
more ‘or less self-appointed, 

Admitting this as a first step] 
towards a solution of student prob-| 
lems, the second would be that such| 
democratic action should be  en-| 
‘couraged by faculties and permitted| 
by the Government, 

In Huachung College at Wuchang| 
‘may be found an example of what} 
‘may be done along these lines. Hus- 
chung students students were the| 
leaders of the patriotic movement in| 
the Hankow-Wuchang sector, and 
from the beginning received the open| 
‘sympathy and guidance of their pres!- 
dent and faculty. An announcement} 
was made to the students that the 
faculty wished to guide and co- 
‘operate with them as far as possible. 
‘They even went, so far as to say 
that if academic work were suspended| 
‘as the result of the student move- 
‘ment, this must be completed; but| 
that " they, the faculty, would —ba| 
willing to give the students whatever} 
extra time and energy was necessary] 
to complete the work. 





Student Government 
Meetings of the Huachung student 
body were held regularly both for| 
the” election of 
student union and for their insiruc- 
tion, A system of student self-gov-| 
ernment largely was responsible for| 
the adequate handling of the situation, 











minority when the question of a strike| 
came before the Wuchang student| 
union, When the strike was declared, 
the Huschung students still. opposed| 
it, But upon the exertion of outside 
pressure, they requested the faculty| 
to suspend classes temporarily. Later| 
‘general Government order closed| 
‘all schools. “After vacation, the Hua- 
chung students returned, ‘made up| 
‘work that had been missed, took| 
examinations and are now weil into| 
work of the” second term as per| 
schedule. 

‘With the exception of Huachung 
and a few schools which were not 
disturbed by the movement, rractic-| 
ally all educational institutions in the} 
north will be starting their work for 
the second term approximately one| 
month late. In order to nish re- 
Quirements, this will necessitate the| 


‘omission of the usual spring vacation, 
‘and the extension of the academic| 





shed by the students who are already| 
fn a state of high nervous tension. 
‘Their nervousness will be aggravated 
by the long grind with no respite| 
from classes, and by the heat of the| 
summer months, 

‘As concerns curriculum and the 
advisability of taking measures for| 
Preparing students for war, another} 
problem faces the educators of the 
country. In this matter, even more| 
dificult than the decision of the Gov-| 
‘ernment schools and colleges will be 
that of that Christian ones, whose| 
students aro asking for practical] 
training. The support of these schools 
‘comes from foreign countries, which| 
can not be expected to maintain] 
iilitary schools in China. 

Atter the Nanking conference, most 
‘educationalists scemed to be of the 
opinion that no drastic steps or| 
‘changes in curriculum would be made| 
by the Ministry of Education. Any} 
changes for the purpose of preparing] 
students for war” will have to 
ofiginate in the sehools and colleges 
themselves. In some cases action| 
already has been taken to offer| 
Practical training in first aid, radio 
‘and ‘nursing. 











Mow to Train Students for War 
In answer to the “question of 








whether of not students" should be| 
offered courses in preparation for} 
war, Dr. Hu Shih suggested that such 
courses should -be given, but only if 
they. did not condlct with regular| 
education. He continued to say that!

Thus, research "Into certain 
Drobiems of food substitutes ‘might 
Well be included. in the work of a 
biology: course, and ‘training in mob 
Paychology might be-stressed in a 
Dsyehology “departinent.. The latter 
might be done. with the view of! 
Instructing students in the" handling 
‘of mobs, und inidentally, to prevent 
themselves from bela 100 easily 
swept into one. Work in. special 
Physical and Biological Welds could be 
encouraged for the. Chinese ‘duces 
onal system, demanding a thesis for 
a BA. dogree, lends liseit to such a 
programme. 

‘This same president added that such 
instruction as frst ald, nursingy the 
organization of people’ in case of sit 
raids, and all Immediate and practical 
subjects, should be offered os purely 
extra-curricular courses, with, no 
credit towards a. degree. While 
‘admitting the value of this type of 
tring ‘he emphasized the act tha 

is work, ‘not being. of a college 
standard, must be “done in time 
‘ordinarily spent in attending ‘cinemas 
‘and ‘entertainments. His fear Was 
that im the event of the introduction 
of such courses, and with eredit given. 
for them, the educational standard. 
which is"one of the bulwarks of nt- 
tional defence’ against. encroaching 
aponism, would” be srremediably 
jowered—a fatal happening for the 
welfare of the country. tn” thelr 
demands" for “exemption” {rem 
examinations and’ for. education 
directly of a malitary nature, students 
do not realize. the dange® involved 
to the educational standard. 


Other Problems of Currleulum 


While it does not seem Mkely that 
there will be any immediate » steps 
taken by the Ministry of Education 
to include more intensive military 
education, there does seem to be. 
‘more hope among some educators, 
that the heavy and exacting sched 
which is laid on middle. ‘may be 
lightened. Specially is this hoped 
for among those who are impressed 
with the need for educating middie 
school students to meet rural 
probloms. At prosent, "agricultural 
‘and vocational training for any r 
{istered school Is confined to a few 
hours a week, simply because of th 
heavy schedule which is required, 

‘A specific instance was seen in 
Paotingfu, where the Tung Jen Middle 
School is located. "(It was voted the. 
best in the city last summer by the, 
Commissioner of Education). Mr. C. 7. 
Yang, its principal, states his views in 
fan article published last year by the 
“Educational Review." He affirms in. 
this article that the present edu 
tional system of China isa complete 
adoption from that of the West. It} 
prepares students. solely for college, 
whereas China, contrary to most 
foreign countries, is overwhelmingly 

ricultural. Of over 800 students of 
‘Tung Jen, for instance, 80 per cent. 
come from the country. 


Mx. Yang's four prineipal alms for 
the school were made clear to me as 
‘we walked about the campus and saw 
the different departments, ‘The first 
point was physical training, the 
‘Second, practical knowledge, the third, 
ability’ to make a living and the last, 
social service. Mr. Yang confessed 
that it was impossible to attain his 
‘goal under the present system, 

Work of a cimilar nature, though 
on a large scale, was found in 
Oberlin-in-China ' at Talguhsten, 
‘Shansi. Dr. ¥. Mf, Mel, principal of 
Minghsien .(the Chinese name for 
‘Oberlin-in-China) has envisioned a, 
two-year college course to supple- 
ment the work of the middie school, 
in order to enable students to get 
complete grounding in all the phases 
of agriculture and ‘local Industry. 
before leaving. Here, too, work is, 
‘greatly handicapped by Government 
restrictions as to schedule. 

‘Only in ‘Tinghsien, under the 
guidanance of Dr: Jimmie Yen, Is 
rural work and training being carried 
‘on without offleial restrictions, But 
here Japanese pressure is feared, to 
the extent that only fifteen students 
]were taken this year, while 100 might 
have been accepted.’ Emissarles have 
been sent to Nanning in Kwangsl, and 
preparations are on fool to send more. 
fo Hengchow in southern Hunan. 
‘Such moves are, of course, in line 
with the general policy of Dr. Yen, 
which is to spread mass education all 
over China. ‘They may also be con- 
sidered as life lines. for the con- 
tinuation of the movement In ease| 
‘Tinghsien has to be evacuated.

Fitty Days of Travel Accomplished in Under Five Hours: 
“Thousands Interested in the “Iron Bird”

(Concluded from last week) 


‘As fine a day as only Yunnan can 





deep turquoise blue as only a Yun- 
nan and Tibetan sky cin be. My 
party consisted of {wo of my Nakhl 
assistonts, and os guests Mrs, O'Hara, 
wife of ‘the pilot and the Rev. 
Lankester of the Church Missionary 
Soclety of Yunnan, Two paying 
fuests T had also invited to help dex 
fray the expenses of the trip, namely 
Mr, Harding, H, M, Consul-General 
‘at Yunnanfu, ond Mr. Ezeghelian of 
the local branch of ihe Banque de: 
VWndo-Chine, 

When wo ‘arrived at the flying 
eld the engines of the plane were 
humming and all was ready. At 
745: am, Yunnan time, or B45 a 
(hanghat) we took "off. Sailing 
over the old elly of Yunnantu with 
its interesting pagodas, built during 
the ‘Tang Dynasty over 1,200 years 
‘ago, we Toso gradually to 0,000 fect 
and shortly afterwards, during the 
first half hour of our fight we elimb- 
ed to 13,000 feet. Beneath us were 
bare hills, or here and there covered 
with pine trees. The ground below 
was like a sea disturbed by a terrific 
fale, undulating Wke huge waves. 


Deop Erosion Everywhere 


At 8.10 a.m, we passed the town of 
Lotzuhsten flying over It at 12,000 
feet, Twenty minutes after we flew 
‘over Yuanmou and Magal, or horse 
market, at an clevation "of 13,000 
feet. Deep erosion met the eye 
everywhere, red soll, bare hills, and 
small plains. From. ‘here, 150 miles 
away as the crow files we first sight 
ed the Liklang snow range. ‘The 
Atmosphere was clear and the peaks 
stood out sharply. At 9 ‘Our 
osition was longitude 101 degroes 
420" and latitude 20 degrees 10° and wo 
were flying at 14400 fect above sea 
level, “From hore looking north 
northwest we could soo 170 mile, 
away the three mighty peaks 
Konkaling, 22,000 feet in height and 
frst explored by me In the spring

over the Yangtze at 16,000 feet, u 
riband of bluc hurrying across. ‘tho 
‘Yunnan plateau in Its arid red gorge. 

Directly to the wost, and south of 
the Likiang snow range. extending 
from north to south, and about 160, 
miles distant we saw the Mekong- 
Salwin, and Salwin-Irrawadi divides, 
the latier In the south the Yunnas 
Burma border, and the former in the 
north the Yunnan-Tibet divide, with 
Lhasa its capital 600 miles or about 
four fying hours distant, The ranges 
were snow covered and only a few 
peaks of pyramidal shape rose 
the otherwise oven mountain ms 
fan average altitude of 15,000 to 10,000 
feet. 

Clear in Crystal Atmosphere 

‘To the northwest of the Liklsng 
range, and between the latter and the 
Konkaling peaks, the snow —moun- 
{alns whieh encircle the high Chung- 
‘len plateau, stood out clearly in 
the erystal atmosphere, By 9.30 am. 
we were again nearing the Yangtze 
further west which describes many 
bends and turns, To the south of us. 
lay the town of Yungpe, or the eternal 
north, now called Yungsheng oF 
ternal vielory, on a tong plain, and 
Aficen miles to the south of it the 
lake of Chenghal, its sheet of deep 
blue Water 80 lor about 26 miles 
{in elreumference. Its name Is derived 
from a family by the name of Cheng 
who lived there at a time when the 
Inke had not yot existed. This dry 
busin one night changed into, or be- 
eame (cheng) a lake, hence it was 
called Chenghal, 

Instead of flying over the Yangtze 
at ‘Tslliklang we changed our course 
and flew north, but east of the dis- 
{rlet of Tungshan, or the eastern 
mountains, and parallel to the snow 
range which now stood out in all

Bumpy Flying. 
We continued in a northerly direc 
tion ut we came abreast the exit of 
[the Yangtze gorge, flanked by mi 
[peaks and crags covered with eternal 
Jsnow. Up to here the flying was more 
‘or less smooth, only now and then 
while flying over the deep Yangtze 
valley were we somewhat tossed 
Jabout. We flew to north of Mbayl- 
‘wua, or Minyin, as the Chinese call 
the place, and nearing Tokosher oF 
Tong 
pine, we turned west over the ale 
Tuvial plain with its scattered hamlets. 
collectively called Néaku. or ‘Taku, 
(beat the drum). The Ndaku plain 
fs at an altitude of 5900 feet while| 
we flew over It ata helght of 10,000 
feet. 
‘The plain with the scattered ham- 
lets, completely enclosed by high 
mountains and bisected by the: 
Yangtze, which flows 600 fect below 
ft, looked insignificant. Rapidly we| 
approached the third ‘peak, Haba- 
Rdshernvly, and the mouth of the 
deep gorge yawned and swallowed 
us. The wind was terrific. ‘To both 
aides the iee-crowned crags and peaks 
hemmed us in, and 12,000 fect below 
Us flowed the ‘Yangtze a narrow rib- 
and of blue, in its rocky prison, and 
fm deepest shadow.

BRITISH FOREIGN 0 


Slow to Adopt 


Sir Alexander Cadogan, the British 
Ambassador to China, speaking before 
the Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Legislative Yuan, gave a detailed 
history of cur diplomatic machinery. 
He sald in part— 

Although many of our institutions 
are comparatively ancient, the or- 
ganization of our machinery for the 
conduct of foreign affairs is of sur- 
prisingly recent origin. ‘The Foreign 
Omice, as a separate Department of 
State, and under that name, dates only 
from 1782. Before that date, there 
were what were known as Secretaries 
{to the Sovereign, the first mention of 
Ja Secretary to the Soverolgh occurring 
In the reign ot Henry “Ill, in the 
middie of the 13th Century, 

‘With us, the Secretary of State is a 
politician, a parly man, and must be 
‘a Member “of” Parliament,  elther 
elected to the House of Commons or 
‘a Member of the House of Lords. The 
Parliamentary Under Secretary of 
State is a politician like the Secretary 
‘of Slate himself, whom he assists. in 
pronioting or defending foreign policy 
In Parliament. ‘The other Under 
Scerelaries are_permanent officials, 
‘members of the regular Civil Service, 
Feeruited by examination, with per- 
‘maneney of tenure and pensioned on 
Felirement. Of these the Permanent 
Under Secretary occupied: the highest 
ost to which a Civil Servant dn the 
Foreign OMice can attain. Under him 
is a Deputy Under Secretary and 
under dhe latter again are four Assist- 
ant Under ‘Secretaries. 


low to Progress 
In some ways too, the Ofice 1 
behind the times, ‘there was a great 
reluctance to instal telephones.

character and initiative, The reform 
‘of 1900 introduced a eystem giving 
much more opportunity and respon- 
sibility to tho lower ranks, and this 
tendency was, of course, very much 
intensified during the stress of the 
‘war, when the overwhelming Increase 
of work made it quite impossible for 
those at the top to keep in touch 
with all of it, and rendered it neces- 
sary that a great doal of responsibility 
[should devolve upon the. lower ranks, 

Process of FI' cation 

Briefly, the system then introduced, 
‘whieh still prevails in Sts general 
principles, is that all the work enters 
as it’ were at the boltom of tho 
‘machine and passes through successive 
oflleials, each of whom only sends on 
to his superior what he judges to be 
‘of sufficient importance ‘or what he 
thinks he himself is incompetent to 
decide, The process of filtration goes 
fon until only the most. important 
matters remain to be considered by

‘This may seen a very cumbrous| 
system, and T know that it is the 
roverse of the system employed In 
certain other countries, but, if cum- 
Drous, itis at least rellable and guards 
against errors. It means that every 
paper passes the serutiny of those who 
hhave the most complete and detailed 
Knowledge of the subject, and who

A COUNTRY DIARY 











March 3—Years ago I started a 
regular diary, and with the arrogance 
jot inexperience made a resolve that 
T would not repeat mysolf.....1- would 
be original....ecleetie in thought. ...

plump, red-backed, long-tailed, body 
Jg0cs shooting across the lawn closely 
pursued by two angry Magpies. My 
founch was right: the Shrike had 
Jcome back. Unless we were deaf to 
Nature's calls we must have noticed 
it: the Sparrows sitting in the apple 
tree started an hour ago to. twitter 
land chirp Gust like a tea-party when 
the guest of the evening is expocted): 
Blackbirds have been saying “Vick 
Doves have been fluttering up and 
Jdown.....something is going to happen 
fand nobody knows what it Is. The 
fact remains that Shrike did’ come 
back and Is going 40 hold his own 
against all comers. Nature is taking 
her usual course....quietly and ine 
exorably....she cannot be fooled:

Mar, 4—Before 1 go out Into the 
Jcountry on these cold mornings T 
falways peep through the window at 
the policeman on point duty: the 
temperature can be more or less ac- 
Jeurately calculated by the number of 
jwoollen wrappings round his head:

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A NEW ROMANIZATION 
On sme Tran. oF mur Kmowarrens—By 


* ane Thianemyne.  Interdialect 
Romanization." (Yu Lien Press, 
Pelping. $1.30) 


Nothing much can be said of this 
novel as it stands, for it is written In 

Wented romanized language, 
But the book as an experimental basis 
tor the fostering of this intordialect 
romanization gives much food for 
thought and discussion. 

Evidently it is the Inventors’ In- 
tention to Introduce the now stand- 
ard into modern Chinese and forelgn 
schools with a view to enabling the 
youth of all nationalities (with special 
Teference to young missionaries on 
thelr first visit to China) to master 
whatever dialect it wishes to learn— 
not only that, but to place In its 
hhands a golden key to all the dialects, 
In this vast and ancient land. 

‘The new method applied to this 
novel Ig Intended to make the reader 
recognize {rom the text the dialect 
of his own district, ‘The tones and 
values for each word ean be found in 
another book, “La Romanisation In- 
terdialectique.” ‘The information 
derived therefrom when applied to 
the novel can transform the tone of 
8 word from what it would be In 
‘one dialect to another in a different 
dialect, Tones are of great mport- 
ance ‘when speaking any Chinese 
Glalect, and in realizing that there 
fare no less than nine tones in the 
Cantonese dialect against the four of 
China's standard "Kuo Yu," one can 
assume the difculty of applying the 
new method. Tt appears. then that 
fone must first master "La Romanisa 
tion interdialectique,” with its tones 
and values for each letter of the 
alphabet, after which the reading of 
this and’ other similar novels based 
‘on the method will be simple. 


‘The Dinleets of China 

But there are a hundred and one 
dialects in China, ench with its dif- 
ferences in the’ tones and values 
given to every word, The reader 
cannot therefore be blamed for sus- 
pecting a method of romanization 
that will, once mastered, smooth out 
all dimeulties and make him a scholar 
of any dialect in the Iand. Naturally 
China Is also expected to give up her 
characteristic writing and, apply 
herself to Roman letters, 

Chinese dialects can be studied in 
many different ways, according to how 
thorough the pupil wishes to be, But 
to obtain as thorough knowledge as 
he will be able to ina lifetime, the 
accepted method is the studying of 
characters and the speaking of the 
lalect he has chosen. ‘Tho charac 
es remain the same in all parts of 
China, ‘The standard method of ro- 
manization is Wade's, accepted as stich 
by all English-speaking people, Hence 
it fs dimeult to understand why one 
should learn, in effect, an entirely 
new written-language to be able to 
master oll the dialects descended 
from an ancient tongue of fifteen cen- 
turles ago. In any case, tones and 
values cannot be-aequired in a fow 
months, even by the most adaptable 
tongues: and tt would take years to 
‘spetke Cantonese, using these novels 
‘or the purpose, while reslding In 
Peking. 


The Kuo Yu 

Reference to China's standard “Kuo 
‘Yu ng taught now jn schools all over 
the country cannot be missed here. 
This tonguo is to the Chinese as the 
“King's English” Is to English-speak- 
Ing peoples, 9 recognized standard, Tt 
1s therefore surprising that two men, 
however learned and well-versed in 
the oldest language in the world, 
should attempt to accentuate dimeu 
tos by preparing, a method of Inter- 
Aialect romanization that in itself 
would take months to master. ‘The 
Chinese have every reason to be 
proud of thelr anclont characters, and 
Mt is reasonable to expect that they 
will aceopt the “Kuo Yu" universally 
and more eagerly than any other 
medium of Intercourse. They have 
shown themselves throughout the 
ages to be a people whose Ideas 
change slowly, and it is hardly kets 
that they will adopt a completely 
forolgn method of writing together 
with letters that in themselves have 
not the beauty and significance of the 
flowing “grass” characters. 


Difficulties in the Way 

‘The theory is acceptable, as there ts 
still room for the simplification of 
this most dimeult tanguage with its 
many dialects: Nevertheless, were 
It to be generally acknowledged, only 
the more advanced students. could 
possibly hope to tackle such # hercul- 
fan task, The young missionary on his 
‘rat vielt to China would do well to 
adhere to the recomized way of 
Jearning his district's dialect, o bet- 
ter still the “Kuo Yu." In-deating 
with the old codes and customs of 



























































China one must remember that the 
vast majority, of the people is {Ilte- 
ato, and that most of Its views on 
life'have been handed down from 
father to son for many centuries, 
with no change even now; thus its 
suspleion ond hesitancy when asked 
to conform to new laws and morals. 
Even more so would this apply to any 
change in thelr language, especially 
the replacement of the ancient hlero- 
slyphs by the Roman alphabet, Suflies 
to say that the Chinese have a psy- 
chology of thelr own, and any such 
change as the authors of this system 
suggest would meet with’ almost 
unanimous disapproval.—r.ntc,
